1 986  ANNUAL  CROP  SUMMARY

CORN  FOR  GRAIN:  North  Carolina  production  of  corn  for 
grain  in  1986  totaled  93.8  million  bushels,  27%  below  the  1985 
production  of  128.4  million  bushels.  Tar  Heel  farmers  harv- 
ested 1,360,000  acres,  with  an  average  yield  of  69  bushels  per 
acre.  This  compares  with  1,625,000  acres  harvested  and  a  79 
bushel  per  acre  yield  in  1985.  The  1986  crop  was  plagued  with 
drought  conditions,  especially  in  the  western  Coastal  Plains, 
Piedmont  and  Mountain  Regions. 

U.S.  corn  for  grain  production  is  estimated  at  8.25  billion 
bushels,  down  7%  from  last  year's  record  high  production  but 
still  the  second  largest  crop  of  record.  The  U.S.  yield  is  a 
record  high  119.3  bushels  per  acre,  exceeding  the  previous 
high  of  118.0  bushels  set  last  year.  Growers  planted  76.7  mil- 
lion acres  of  corn  in  1986,  down  8%  from  last  year.  The  area 
harvested  for  grain  in  1986  is  estimated  at  69.2  million  acres, 
8%  less  than  last  year. 

SOYBEANS:  Production  of  soybeans  in  North  Carolina  is 
estimated  at  38.4  million  bushels,  2%  less  than  the  1985  pro- 
duction and  17%  below  the  1984  production.  Harvested  area  was 
1.60  million  acres,  6%  below  the  previous  year.  Yield  per  acre 
averaged  24  bushels,  1  bushel  above  the  1985  yield. 

U.S.  production  for  1986  is  estimated  at  2.01  billion  bushels, 
4%  below  1985  and  the  fourth  largest  crop  of  record.  Area 
planted,  at  61.5  million  acres,  and  harvested  area,  at  59.4  mil- 
lion acres,  are  down  3  and  4%,  respectively,  from  a  year  ago. 
Yield  averaged  33.8  bushels  per  acre,  second  only  to  last  year's 
record  high  yield  of  34.1  bushels. 


HAY:  Production  of  all  hay  in  North  Carolina  was  down  21% 
from  1985,  primarily  due  to  summer  drought.  Total  production 
was  573,000  tons.  Of  the  total,  60,000  tons  were  alfalfa  and 
alfalfa  hay  mixtures  and  513,000  tons  were  all  other  hays.  The 
area  harvested  was  410,000  acres,  a  1%  decrease  from  a  year 
ago.  The  yield  averaged  1.40  tons  per  acre,  down  22%  from  last 
season's  record  high  1.80  tons  per  acre. 

All  hay  production  in  the  U.S.  is  estimated  at  a  record 
high  155  million  tons,  4%  above  1985  and  3%  above  the  previous 
record  high  set  in  1984.  Record  production  of  alfalfa  and 
alfalfa  mixtures  caused  this  increase,  as  all  other  hay  produc- 
tion remained  virtually  unchanged  from  1985.  Yield  of  all  hay 
averaged  2.49  tons  per  acre  and  compares  with  2.46  in  1985 
and  2.45  in  1984.  Area  harvested  in  1986,  at  62.3  million  acres, 
is  up  3%  from  1985. 


IRISH  POTATOES:  Production  of  Irish  potatoes  in  North 
Carolina  totaled  2.3  million  cwt.,  down  12%  from  last  year. 
Harvested  area,  at  15,600  acres,  was  down  4%  from  a  year  ear- 
lier. The  average  yield  was  145  cwt.  per  acre,  13  cwt.  below 
last  season's  record  high  yield. 

U.S.  potato  production  for  all  1986  seasons  is  estimated  at 
354  million  cwt.,  down  13%  from  1985  and  2%  from  1984. 
Harvested  area  is  set  at  1.22  million  acres,  down  11%  from 
1985.  The  average  yield,  at  292  cwt.  per  acre,  is  7  cwt.  below 
last  year. 


PEANUTS:  Production  of  peanuts  in  the  Tar  Heel  State 
totaled  436  million  pounds,  3%  below  the  1985  production. 
Yield  per  acre  is  set  at  3,050  pounds,  115  pounds  above  last 
season's  yield.  Acreage  for  harvest  is  set  at  143,000  acres,  down 
7%  from  1985. 

U.S.  peanut  production  in  1986  totaled  3.70  billion  pounds, 
10%  below  the  1985  crop.  Growers  planted  1.57  million  acres, 
5%  above  1985.  Area  harvested,  at  1.54  million  acres,  is  5% 
above  1985.  Yield  per  acre  averaged  2,409  pounds,  401  pounds 
per  acre  below  last  year's  crop. 

SWEET  POTATOES:  North  Carolina  sweet  potato  produc- 
tion in  1986  totaled  4.9  million  cwt.,  18%  below  last  season's 
record  high  production  and  4%  below  the  1984  production. 
Harvested  area,  at  34,000  acres,  is  down  15%  from  1985.  Aver- 
age yield  per  acre  is  estimated  at  145  cwt.,  5  cwt.  below  a  year 
ago. 

U.S.  production  of  sweet  potatoes  totaled  12.8  million  cwt. 
in  1986,  down  14%  from  1985  and  2%  below  1984.  Area  for 
harvest,  at  94.4  thousand  acres,  dropped  10%  from  1985  and 
was  9%  less  than  1984.  The  average  yield  slipped  to  135  cwt. 
per  acre,  6  cwt.  below  the  record  high  set  in  1985,  but  10  cwt. 
above  1984.  Drought  conditions  hurt  sweetpotatoes  in  the 
Atlantic  coast  and  southeastern  states.  Production  estimates 
were  down  sharply,  ranging  from  a  40%  drop  in  Tennessee  to 
an  18%  decline  in  North  Carolina. 

SORGHUM:  Production  of  sorghum  grain  in  the  Tar  Heel 
State  is  estimated  at  1.35  million  bushels,  down  58%  from  last 
year.  Area  harvested  for  grain  was  45,000  acres,  down  27% 
from  the  previous  year.  The  yield  averaged  30  bushels  per 
acre,  a  22  bushel  decrease  from  1985.  Severe  drought  condi- 
tions in  July  were  primarily  responsible  for  the  lower  yield. 

The  U.S.  grain  sorghum  production  totaled  942  million 
bushels,  down  16%  from  last  year's  record  high  production. 
Yield  averaged  a  record  high  67.7  bushels  per  acre,  0.9  of  a 
bushel  above  1985.  Area  harvested  for  grain  is  estimated  at 
13.9  million  acres,  17%  less  than  in  1985. 


APPLES:  Commercial  apple  production  in  the  Tar  Heel  State, 
at  100  million  pounds,  is  64%  below  the  1985  production  and 
72%  below  the  1984  production.  Late  spring  frosts,  hail  dam- 
age and  dry  conditions  throughout  the  season  combined  to 
nearly  destroy  the  State's  apple  crop. 

Commercial  apple  production  at  the  U.S.  level  totaled  7.91 
billion  pounds,  fractionally  below  the  previous  year's  crop  but 
5%  less  than  the  1984  crop.  Of  the  total  production,  7.87  billion 
pounds  were  utilized,  fractionally  more  than  in  1985. 


PEACHES:  In  1986,  North  Carolina  peach  producers  harv- 
ested a  total  of  25.0  million  pounds  of  peaches,  up  considerably 
from  last  season's  freeze  reduced  crop  of  only  2.0  million 
pounds.  Of  the  total  production,  20.9  million  pounds  were  util- 
ized. The  1986  crop  was  also  cut  to  about  half  by  a  late  spring 
freeze. 

U.S.  peach  production  totaled  2.33  billion  pounds,  of  which 
2.24  billion  pounds  were  utilized.  This  was  9%  above  the  pre- 
vious year's  utilized  total  but  9%  less  than  1984. 


GRAPES:  North  Carolina  grape  production  totaled  1,400  tons, 
off  7%  from  the  1985  freeze  reduced  crop  and  the  lowest  since 
1963. 

The  U.S.  production  of  grapes  was  5.60  million  tons,  down 
1%  from  1985  but  8%  higher  than  the  1984  crop. 


PECANS:  The  pecan  crop  in  North  Carolina  totaled  3.0  mil- 
lion pounds,  triple  the  amount  of  the  1985  crop  and  3%  above 
the  1984  crop.  Of  the  total,  1.8  million  pounds  were  improved 
varieties  and  1.2  million  pounds  were  of  the  native  and  seed- 
ling types. 

The  preliminary  1986  U.S.  pecan  production  is  225  million 
pounds  in-shell  basis,  8%  less  than  the  crop  of  1985.  Improved 
varieties  accounted  for  73%  of  the  total.

N.C.  WINTER  GRAIN  SEEDINGS  DOWN 


Winter  wheat  seedings  for  the  1987  crop  are  estimated  at  490,000  acres,  down  7%  from  the  1986  crop.  This  decrease  in  acreage 
can  be  partly  attributed  to  delayed  soybean  harvest  in  the  Tar  Heel  State.  Rye  area  seeded  for  1987  is  150,000  acres,  10,000  acres 
less  than  last  season.  The  decrease  in  seeded  acres  can  be  attributed  to  the  decrease  in  tobacco  acreage,  as  rye  is  mostly  used  as  a 
cover  for  tobacco  ground. 

U.S.  winter  wheat  seedings  are  placed  at  48.7  million  acres,  down  10%  from  the  acreage  seeded  for  1986.  The  1987  rye  area 
seeded  for  all  purposes  in  the  U.S.  is  set  at  2.34  million  acres,  2%  less  than  1986.

COTTON  FORECAST  UP 

Cotton  production  in  North  Carolina  is  now  forecast  at  110,000  bales,  6%  below  last  season's  production,  but  up  15,000  bales 
from  the  December  1  forecast.  Cottonseed  production  is  expected  to  total  39,600  tons,  down  10%  from  1985. 

U.S.  all  cotton  production  is  forecast  at  9.78  million  bales,  27%  below  the  1985  crop.  The  Upland  production  forecast  is  for  9.58 
million  bales  and  American-Pima  production  is  expected  to  total  202,000  bales. 


PICKLE  STOCKS 

Pickle  stocks  as  of  October  1,  1986  were  reported  at  522  thousand  tons  (473  thousand  metric  tons),  1%  below  1985  figures.  Of  the 
total  stocks,  457  thousand  tons  were  from  the  current  production  year  compared  with  510  thousand  tons  a  year  ago.  Carry  over  from 
1985  and  earlier  made  up  64  thousand  tons  and  were  up  substantially  from  a  year  earlier. 


PEANUT  STOCKS 


Peanut  stocks  in  commercial  storage  on  November  30,  1986,  totaled  3.51  billion  pounds  of  equivalent  farmer  stock.  This  total 
includes  2.85  billion  pounds  of  actual  farmer  stock. 

Shelled  peanuts  on  hand  totaled  599  million  pounds  of  equivalent  farmer  stock.  Roasting  stock  totaled  57.3  million  pounds. 
There  were  96.4  million  pounds  of  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  uncommitted  stock  on  hand  as  of  November  30,  1986. 

Shelled  peanut  stocks  on  November  30,  1986,  totaled  450  million  pounds,  of  which  429  million  pounds  were  edible  grades  and 
21.4  million  pounds  were  oil  stocks.  Edible  grade  stocks  by  type  were  Virginias,  132  million  pounds;  Runners,  255  million  pounds; 
and  Spanish,  42.0  million  pounds.

The  December  1986  "All  Farm  Products" 
index  of  prices  received  by  North  Carolina 
farmers  at  222%  of  its  1967  base  was  up  4 
points  from  November.  Contributing  to  the 
increase  were  higher  prices  for  tobacco,  corn, 
peanuts,  and  milk.  The  index  was  10  points 
below  a  year  ago. 

The  December  1986  "All  Crops"  index  at 
223  was  up  12  points  from  the  previous  month 
but  20  points  below  a  year  ago. 

The  "Livestock  and  Livestock  Products" 
index  for  December  was  222,  down  10  points 
from  November  but  10  points  above  the  pre- 
vious year. 

The  index  of  meat  animals  for  December 
at  252  was  down  6  points  from  the  previous 
month.  The  poultry  index  at  202  was  down  16 
points  while  the  dairy  index  234  was  up  1  point 
from  a  month  earlier.

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PRICES  RECEIVED  BY  FARMERS 
FOR  SELECTED  COMMODITIES 

The  average  price  received  for  all  tobacco  by  North  Carolina  farmers  in  December  1986  was  $1,570  per  pound,  up  12.0  cents 
from  a  month  earlier.  Corn  at  $1.88  per  bushel  was  up  7  cents  while  soybeans  at  $4.64  per  bushel  were  down  19  cents.  Peanuts  at 
32.4  cents  per  pound  were  up  one-half  cent  from  a  month  earlier. 

Prices  received  for  "All  Hogs"  in  December  at  $52.10  per  hundredweight  decreased  $1.20  from  November  but  was  $6.00  above  a 
year  ago.  Commercial  broilers  at  30.0  cents  per  pound  were  2.5  cents  below  the  previous  month.  Turkeys  at  44.0  cents  per  pound 
were  down  8.0  cents.  Table  eggs  at  55.9  cents  per  dozen  were  down  2.1  cents. 

All  milk  at  $15.00  per  hundredweight  was  up  10  cents  from  the  previous  month  and  $1.40  above  a  year  ago.  Apples  at  17.1  cents 
per  pound  were  2.1  cents  below  the  previous  month.

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N.C.  TURKEYS  RAISED 
RECORD  HIGH  IN  1986 
U.S.  TURKEYS  UP  12% 

North  Carolina  turkey  growers  raised  a  record 
high  39.1  million  turkeys  in  1986,  up  23%  from  the 
31.9  million  raised  in  1985.  For  the  sixth  consecutive 
year,  the  Tar  Heel  State  ranks  #1  in  the  number  of 
turkeys  raised,  14%  more  than  second  place  Minne- 
sota's 34.2  million. 

Turkeys  raised  in  the  United  States  during  1986, 
at  207  million,  were  12%  greater  than  the  185  million 
raised  during  1985. 

Turkey  growers  in  20  major  producing  states 
intend  to  raise  222  million  turkeys  in  1987,  up  11% 
from  the  200  million  in  1986.  The  number  of  turkeys 
actually  raised  in  1987  may  vary  from  growers' 
intentions  shown  in  this  report  depending  on  feed 
costs,  supply  of  hatching  eggs,  cost  of  poults,  and  pri- 
ces growers  received  for  turkeys  during  the  next  few 
months. 


MILK  PRODUCTION  DOWN 

Milk  production  in  North  Carolina  during 
December  1986  totaled  135  million  pounds, 
down  10%  from  a  year  earlier.  The  number  of 
milk  cows  on  Tar  Heel  farms  was  estimated  at 
114,000  head,  down  13,000  from  a  year  ago. 
The  average  milk  per  cow  at  1,180  pounds  was 
unchanged  from  December  1985. 

Nationally,  milk  production  in  the  21 
selected  states  totaled  9.77  billion  pounds,  3% 
less  than  production  in  these  same  states  in 
December  1985.  Production  per  cow  in  the  21 
states  averaged  1,099  pounds  for  December,  16 
pounds  more  than  December  1985.  The  number 
of  cows  on  farms  in  the  21  selected  states  was 
8.90  million  head,  30  thousand  less  than 
November  1986,  and  5%  below  December  1985. 

Grain  and  other  concentrates  fed  to  milk 
cows  on  January  1,  1987  averaged  16.9  pounds, 
0.3  pounds  more  than  January  1,  1986.  The 
value  of  grain  and  other  concentrates  fed  to 
cows  on  January  1  averaged  $7.02  per  hun- 
dredweight, 21  cents  per  hundredweight  less 
than  the  January  1,  1986  value.

TURKEY  EGGS  AND  POULTS  UP 

Nationally,  the  turkey  eggs  in  incuba- 
tors on  January  1,  1987,  totaled  26.3  mil- 
ion,  26%  above  the  20.8  million  a  year  ear- 
ier.  The  17.7  million  poults  placed  during 
December  1986  in  the  United  States  were 
23%  above  the  placements  during  the  same 
nonth  a  year  ago.

HONEY  PRODUCTION 


Nationally,  honey  production  for  1986  (for  producers  with  five  or  more  hives)  amounted  to  200  million  pounds.  The  yield  per 
colony  was  62  5  pounds.  Conditions  for  production  ranged  from  very  poor  with  no  surplus  honey  to  excellent.  Stocks  were  27.2 
million  pounds  or  13.6%  of  production. 

Prices  for  the  1986  honey  crop  averaged  51.3  cents  per  pound.  Prices  are  based  on  sales  to  private  processors,  and  co-ops,  and  on 
retj  il  sales  by  producers.  Higher  prices  for  the  amber  honeys  reflect  the  larger  proportion  of  retail  sales  relative  to  the  white  honey 
classes.  All  government  paj  ments  and  loans  are  excluded.

DECEMBER  LIVESTOCK  SLAUGHTER 

Commercial  slaughter  of  livestock  in  North  Carolina  during  December  1986  totaled  70.7  million  pounds  live  weight,  up  11% 
from  a  year  ago.  Hog  slaughter  at  57.4  million  pounds  was  up  10%  from  last  year.  Cattle  slaughter  at  13.3  million  pounds  was  up 
15%  but  calf  slaughter  at  113,000  pounds  was  down  9%.  The  average  live  weight  per  head  for  cattle  was  937  pounds,  calves  331 
pounds,  hogs  240  pounds,  sheep  and  lambs  90  pounds. 

Commercial  red  meat  production  in  North  Carolina  during  December  1986  totaled  48.0  million  pounds  dress  weight,  up  11% 
from  a  year  earlier. 

Commercial  red  meat  production  for  the  United  States  in  December  1986  totaled  3.26  billion  pounds  (1.48  million  metric  tons), 
dress  weight,  up  4%  from  December  1985.  January-December  red  meat  production,  at  39.0  billion  pounds  (17.7  million  metric  tons), 
dress  weight,  was  down  fractionally  from  a  year  earlier. 

In  comparing  December  1986  with  December  1985,  beef  production,  at  1.97  billion  pounds  (894  thousand  metric  tons),  dress 
weight,  was  up  6%.  Head  kill  totaled  3.08  million,  up  5%.  The  average  live  weight  increased  7  pounds  to  1,099.  Veal  production,  at  41 
million  pounds  (18.6  thousand  metric  tons),  dress  weight,  was  down  11%.  Calf  slaughter  totaled  289  thousand  head,  down  9%,  and  the 
average  live  weight  decreased  6  pounds  to  240.  Pork  production,  at  1.22  billion  pounds  (553  thousand  metric  tons),  dress  weight,  was 
up  fractionally.  Hog  kill  totaled  6.79  million  head,  down  2%.  The  average  live  weight  increased  5  pounds  to  251.  Lamb  and  mutton 
production,  at  27  million  pounds  (12.2  thousand  metric  tons),  dress  weight,  down  10%.  Slaughter  totaled  454  thousand  head  down 
10%.  The  average  live  weight  increased  4  pounds  to  121.

CATFISH  PROCESSING  UP 


Farm-raised  catfish  processed  during  December  totaled  14.8  million  pounds  (6,740  metric  tons)  round  weight,  up  11%  from 
December  1985. 

The  December  average  price  paid  to  growers  was  61  cents  per  pound,  9  cents  below  the  same  month  last  year. 

Net  pounds  of  processed  fish  sold  during  December  totaled  7.74  million  pounds  (3,510  metric  tons),  up  21%  from  the  comparable 
month  in  1985.  Sales  of  whole  fish  represented  47%  of  the  total  and  fillets  accounted  for  36%.  The  remaining  17%  were  mostly  steaks 
and  nuggets.  Ice  pack  sales  were  51%  of  the  total  amount  sold. 

The  December  average  prices  received  by  processors  for  whole  fish  were  $1.41  per  pound  for  ice  pack  and  $1.51  for  frozen  fish. 

Freshwater  catfish  imports  during  November  totaled  1.14  million  pounds  (518  metric  tons),  virtually  all  of  which  were  from 
Brazil.  Imports  were  significantly  above  the  amount  imported  a  year  earlier.

PEANUT  STOCKS 

Peanut  stocks  in  commercial  storage  on  December  31,  1986  totaled  3.98  billion  pounds  of  equivalent  farmer  stock.  This  total 
includes  3.19  billion  pounds  of  actual  farmer  stock. 

Shelled  peanuts  on  hand  totaled  755  million  pounds  of  equivalent  farmer  stock.  Roasting  stock  totaled  38.0  million  pounds. 
There  were  99.0  million  pounds  of  commodity  credit  corporation  uncommitted  stock  on  hand  as  of  December  31,  1986. 

Shelled  peanut  stocks  on  December  31,  1986  totaled  568  million  pounds,  of  which  547  million  pounds  were  edible  grades  and 
20.3  million  pounds  were  oil  stocks.  Edible  grade  stocks  by  type  were:  Virginias,  142  million  pounds;  runners,  350  million  pounds; 
and  Spanish,  54.5  million  pounds. 
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CATTLE  ON  FEED  IN  13  QUARTERLY  STATES  DOWN 

Cattle  and  calves  on  feed  January  1,  1987  for  slaughter  in  the  13  quarterly  states  totaled  9.24  million  head,  down  5%  from 
January  1  last  year  and  13%  below  1985.  This  is  the  lowest  January  1  number  on  feed  since  1982. 

The  cattle  on  feed  inventory  included  5.96  million  steers  and  steer  calves,  2%  below  last  year  and  12%  below  1985.  This  group 
represented  65%  of  the  total  January  number  on  feed  compared  with  62%  in  1986.  Heifers  and  heifer  calves  accounted  for  3.24 
million,  down  10%  from  last  year  and  15%  below  1985. 

Placements  of  cattle  and  calves  on  feed  during  the  October-December  quarter  totaled  6.73  million,  down  9%  from  last  year  and 
11%  below  the  comparable  period  in  1984.  Other  disappearance  of  312  thousand  head  leaves  net  placements  at  6.41  million. 

Marketings  of  fed  cattle  for  slaughter  during  October-December  totaled  5.38  million,  3%  more  than  the  same  quarter  a  year  ago 
but  3%  below  1984. 

Cattle  feeders  expect  to  market  5.57  million  head  during  the  January-March  quarter  of  1987.  This  would  be  3%  below  the  first 
quarter  marketings  in  1986  and  6%  below  1985.

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EGG  PRODUCTION  AND 
LAYER  NUMBERS  UP 

The  laying  flocks  in  North  Carolina 
produced  293  million  eggs  during  De- 
cember, 1986,  up  4%  from  a  year  earlier. 
Production  consisted  of  185  million  tabie 
eggs  and  108  million  hatching  eggs,  up 
5%  and  2%  respectively  from  the  same 
month  a  year  earlier.  The  average  num- 
ber of  layers  on  hand  during  December 
was  14.6  million,  up  3%  from  a  year  ear- 
lier and  consisted  of  8.4  million  for  table 
eggs  and  6.2  million  for  hatching  eggs. 

Laying  flocks  in  the  Nation's  20 
major  egg  production  states  produced 
4.99  billion  eggs  during  December  1986, 
up  1%  from  the  4.93  billion  produced  a 
year  ago.  Production  included  4.42  bil- 
lion table  or  commercial  type  eggs  and 
573  million  hatching  eggs.  The  number 
of  layers  producing  table  and  hatching 
eggs  during  December  averaged  235 
million,  compared  with  234  million  a  year 
ago.  Egg  production  per  100  layers  for 
the  total  laying  flock  was  2,125,  com- 
pared with  2,106  eggs  for  1985. 

All  layers  on  January  1,  1987  in  the 
20  states  totaled  236  million,  1%  above 
the  234  million  a  year  earlier.  The  236 
million  layers  consisted  of  205  million 
for  table  or  commercial  type  eggs  and 
31.3  million  for  hatching  eggs. 

SHEEP  INVENTORY  UP 

All  sheep  and  lamb  inventory  in  the 
United  States  on  January  1,  1987  totaled 
10.3  million  head,  up  3%  from  the  10.0  mil- 
lion head  a  year  earlier,  and  the  first 
increase  since  1982.  The  value  of  sheep  and 
lambs  on  hand  January  1,  1987  totaled  $782 

I  million,  up  16%  from  a  year  earlier.  The 
average  value  per  head  was  $75.70,  up  $8.30 
from  last  year. 

Inventory  numbers  on  North  Carolina 

|l  farms  increased  dramatically  and  totaled 
13,000  head  on  January  1,  1987,  up  30% 
from  the  10,000  head  a  year  earlier.  The 
value  of  all  sheep  and  lambs  on  hand  Janu- 
ary 1,  1987,  totaled  $975,000,  up  29%  from  a 
year  ago.  The  average  value  per  head  was 
$75.00,  down  50<P  from  last  year. 

CATTLE  NUMBERS  DOWN 


Nationally,  all  cattle  and  calves  as  of  Jan- 
uary 1,  1987,  totaled  102  million  head,  down  3% 
from  the  105  million  on  January  1,  1986,  and 
7%  beow  the  110  million  two  years  ago.  This 
continued  the  recent  downward  trend  in  cattle 
inventories  begun  four  years  ago  and  was  the 
lowest  number  on  hand  since  1962. 

All  cattle  and  calves  on  North  Carolina 
farms  on  January  1,  1987  are  estimated  at 
950,000  head,  down  14%  from  the  first  of  last 
year.  The  number  of  beef  cows  that  have  calved 
totaled  361,000  head,  32,000  less  than  last  year. 
The  number  of  milk  cows  at  114,000  head  was 
down  10%  from  the  previous  year. 

The  calf  crop  during  1986  is  set  at  450,000 
head,  down  10,000  head  from  the  previous  year.

NORTH  CAROLINA  PRICES  RECEIVED  INDEX 

The  January  1987  "All  Farm  Products"  index  of  prices  received  by 
North  Carolina  farmers  at  211%  of  its  1967  base  was  down  11  points 
from  December.  Contributing  to  the  decrease  were  lower  prices  for 
tobacco,  corn,  peanuts,  hogs,  broilers,  turkeys  and  eggs.  The  index  was  7 
points  below  a  year  ago. 

The  January  1987  "All  Crops"  index  at  214  was  down  9  points  from 
the  previous  month  and  11  points  below  a  year  ago. 

The  "Livestock  and  Livestock  Products"  index  for  January  was  205, 
down  16  points  from  December  and  1  point  below  the  previous  year. 

The  index  of  meat  animals  for  January  at  238  was  down  14  points 
from  the  previous  month.  The  poultry  index  at  179  was  down  23  points 
while  the  dairy  index  at  234  was  up  3  points  from  a  month  earlier.

Leading  primary  breeders  placed  4.42  mil- 
lion broiler-type  pullet  chicks  in  domestic 
hatchery  supply  flocks  during  December  1986, 
an  increase  of  18%  from  December  1985. 

North  Carolina  commercial  hatcheries 
produced  44.8  million  broiler  chicks  during 
December  1986,  up  2%  from  a  year  earlier.

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JANUARY  MILK  PRODUCTION  DOWN 

Milk  production  in  North  Carolina  during 
January  1987  totaled  138  million  pounds,  down 
10%  from  a  year  earlier.  The  number  of  milk 
cows  on  Tar  Heel  farms  was  estimated  at 
113,000  head,  down  13,000  from  a  year  ago. 
The  average  milk  production  per  cow  at  1,220 
pounds  was  up  5  pounds  from  January  1986. 

Nationally,  milk  production  in  the  21 
selected  states  totaled  9.93  billion  pounds,  4% 
less  than  production  in  these  same  states  in 
January  1986.  Production  per  cow  in  the  21 
selected  states  averaged  1,123  pounds  for  Jan- 
uary, 17  pounds  more  than  January  1986.  The 
number  of  cows  on  farms  in  the  21  selected 
states  was  8.85  million  head,  28,000  head  less 
than  December  1986  and  491,000  head  less 
than  January  1986.

EGG  PRODUCTION 
AND  LAYER  NUMBERS  UP 

The  laying  flocks  in  North  Carolina  pro- 
duced 289  million  eggs  during  January,  1987, 
up  1%  from  a  year  earlier.  Production  con- 
sisted of  180  million  table  eggs  and  109  million 
hatching  eggs.  Hatching  eggs  were  up  2%  from 
a  year  ago,  while  table  eggs  remained  unchang- 
ed. The  average  number  of  layers  on  hand  dur- 
ing January  was  14.5  million,  up  1%  from  a 
year  earlier  and  consisted  of  8.2  million  for 
table  eggs  and  6.3  million  for  hatching  eggs. 

Laying  flocks  in  the  nation's  20  major  egg 
production  states  produced  4.96  billion  eggs 
during  January  1987,  up  1%  from  the  4.91  bil- 
lion produced  a  year  ago.  Production  included 
4.37  billion  table  or  commercial  type  eggs  and 
583  million  hatching  eggs.  The  number  of  lay- 
ers producing  table  and  hatching  eggs  during 
January  averaged  237  million  compared  with 
234  million  a  year  ago.  Egg  production  per  100 
layers  fosr  the  total  laying  flock  was  2,094 
compared  with  2,097  eggs  for  1986. 

All  layers  on  February  1,  1987,  in  the  20 
states  totaled  237  million,  2%  above  the  234 
million  on  February  1,  1986.

Rate  of  lay  on  February  1,  1987 
for  all  layers  averaged  67.0  eggs  per  100  layer 
compared  with  67.7  on  February  1  a  year  ago.

1986  ANNUAL  MILK  PRODUCTION 

Annual  milk  production  in  North  Carolina 
during  1986  totaled  1.70  billion  pounds,  3% 
below  1985  record  high  1.75  billion  pounds. 
The  number  of  milk  cows  in  the  State  aver- 
aged 121,000  head  during  1986,  down  5%  from 
the  1985  average.  The  Dairy  Termination  Pro- 
gram was  the  most  important  factor  causing 
lower  levels  of  production  during  the  second- 
half  of  1986. 

U.S.  milk  production  during  1986  totaled  a 
record  high  144  billion  pounds,  exceeding  the 
previous  record  high  set  in  1985  by  1%.  The 
output  per  cow,  at  13,293  pounds  was  299 
pounds  above  1985.  The  annual  average  number 
of  cows  was  10.8  million  head,  2%  below  the 
1985  average.

BROILER  HATCH  UP 

Nationally,  the  January  1987  hatch  of 
broiler-type  chicks,  at  440  million,  was  7%  above 
January  last  year.  There  were  371  million  eggs 
in  incubators  on  February  1,  up  7%  from  Feb- 
ruary 1  a  year  ago. 

Leading  primary  breeders  placed  4.08  mil- 
lion broiler-type  pullet  chicks  in  domestic 
hatchery  supply  flocks  during  January  1987, 
an  increase  of  20%  from  January  1986. 

North  Carolina  commercial  hatcheries 
produced  44.8  million  broiler  chicks  during 
January  1987,  up  6%  from  a  year  earlier. 


Nationally,  egg-type  chicks  hatched  during  Jan- 
uary totaled  34.2  million,  a  decrease  of  1%  from  Jan- 
uary 1986.  Eggs  in  incubators  totaled  33.2  million  on 
February  1,  1987,  up  4%  from  a  year  ago. 

Domestic  placements  of  egg-type  pullet  chicks 
for  hatchery  supply  flocks  by  leading  primary  breed- 
ers totaled  196,000  during  January  1987,  a  decrease 
of  6%  from  January  1986.

JANUARY  LIVESTOCK  SLAUGHTER 


Commercial  slaughter  of  livestock  in  North  Carolina  during  January  1987  totaled  64.8  million  pounds  live  weight,  down  3% 
from  a  year  ago.  Hog  slaughter  at  53.0  million  pounds  was  down  1%  from  last  year.  Cattle  slaughter  at  11.7  million  pounds  was 
down  8%  and  calf  slaughter  at  41,000  pounds  was  down  62%.  The  average  live  weight  per  head  for  cattle  was  930  pounds,  calves  262 
pounds,  hogs  236  pounds,  sheep  and  lambs  84  pounds. 

Commercial  red  meat  production  in  North  Carolina  during  January  1987  totaled  44.0  million  pounds  dress  weight,  down  2% 
from  a  year  earlier. 

Commercial  red  meat  production  for  the  United  States  in  January  1987  totaled  3.41  billion  pounds  (1.55  million  metric  tons), 
dress  weight,  down  2%  from  January  1986.  Commercial  red  meat  production  includes  slaughter  in  federally  inspected  and  other 
plants,  but  excludes  animals  slaughtered  on  farms. 

In  comparing  January  1987  with  January  1986,  beef  production,  at  2.10  billion  pounds  (953  thousand  metric  tons),  dress  weight, 
was  down  2%.  Head  kill  totaled  3.20  million,  down  4%.  The  average  live  weight  increased  9  pounds  to  1,109.  Veal  production,  at  39 
million  pounds  (17.7  thousand  metric  tons),  dress  weight,  was  down  15%.  Calf  slaughter  totaled  263,000  head,  down  15%,  and  the 
average  live  weight  increased  1  pound  to  250.  Pork  production,  at  1.24  billion  pounds  (564  thousand  metric  tons),  dressweight,  was 
down  2%.  Hog  kill  totaled  6.92  million  head,  down  4%.  The  average  live  weight  increased  4  pounds  to  250.  Lamb  and  mutton 
production,  at  25  million  pounds  (11.3  thousand  metric  tons),  dressweight,  was  down  19%.  Slaughter  totaled  428,000  head,  down  17%. 
The  average  live  weight  was  unchanged  at  118  pounds.

Cattle  and  calves  on  feed  February  1  for  slaughter  market  in  the  7  States  preparing  monthly  estimates  totaled  7.29  million 
head,  down  5%  from  a  year  ago  and  11%  below  February  1,  1985.  Marketings  of  fed  cattle  during  January  totaled  1.77  million,  1% 
above  last  year  but  1%  less  than  January  two  years  ago. 

Placements  of  cattle  and  calves  on  feed  in  the  7  States  during  January  totaled  1.56  million,  down  1%  from  last  year  but  8%  above 
January  1985.  Net  Placements  of  1.43  million  for  January  are  4%  below  last  year  but  8%  above  January  two  years  ago.  Other 
disappearance  totaled  127,000  head,  compared  with  87,000  during  January  1986  and  118,000  during  January  1985.

The  February  1987  "All  Farm  Products"  index  of  prices  received  by  North  Carolina  farmers  at  211%  of  its  1967  base  was 
unchanged  from  January.  Higher  prices  for  soybeans,  hogs,  and  turkeys  were  offset  by  lower  prices  for  corn,  broilers,  eggs,  milk, 
and  apples.  The  index  was  2  points  below  a  year  ago. 

The  February  1987  "All  Crops"  index,  at  213,  was  down  one  point  from  the  previous  month  and  9  points  below  a  year  ago. 

The  "Livestock  and  Livestock  Products"  index  for  February  was  207,  unchanged  from  January  but  11  points  above  the  previous 
year. 

The  index  of  meat  animals  for  February  at  252  was  up  10  points  from  the  previous  month.  The  poultry  index,  at  174.  was  down 
5  points  and  the  dairy  index,  at  236,  was  down  one  point  from  a  month  earlier. 


NORTH  CAROLINA 
IRISH  POTATOE  ACREAGE  DOWN 

Commercial  growers  in  North  Carolina 
intend  to  plant  13,900  acres  of  spring  potatoes 
this  year.  This  will  equal  last  season's  plant- 
ings, but  fall  7%  below  the  15,000  acres  planted 
in  1985-  Harvested  acreage  for  1987  is  forecast 
at  13,700  acres,  the  same  as  last  year. 

Planted  area  in  the  U.S.  is  set  at  79,300 
acres,  a  gain  of  2%  from  last  year  but  14% 
below  1985.  Harvest  area  is  forecast  at  76,700 
acres,  up  1%  from  last  year  but  12%  below 
1985. 

Wet  fields  in  the  Hastings  area  of  Florida 
caused  extensive  seed  rot  and  poor  stands; 
around  2,000  acres  were  abandoned.  Cold,  wet 
weather  delayed  planting  in  other  southeastern 
states.  As  of  March  1,  less  than  1%  of  the  crop 
was  planted  in  North  Carolina  and  less  than 
half  of  the  acreage  was  planted  in  Alabama. 
Both  states  were  slightly  behind  normal  progress.

Cattle  and  calves  on  feed  March  1  for  slaughter  market  in  the  7  States  preparing  monthly  estimates  totaled  7.13  million  head. 
down  3%  from  a  year  ago  and  10%  below  March  1,  1985.  Marketings  of  fed  cattle  during  February  totaled  1.46  million,  about  the 
same  as  last  year  but  5%  less  than  February  two  years  ago. 

Placements  of  cattle  and  calves  on  feed  in  the  7  States  during  February  totaled  1.41  million,  up  15%  from  last  year  but  5%  above 
February  1985.  This  is  the  highest  February  placement  total  since  1978.  Net  placements  of  1.30  million  for  February  are  15%  above 
last  year  and  4%  above  February  two  years  ago.  Other  disappearance  totaled  110  thousand  head,  compared  with  92  thousand  during 
February  1986  and  94  thousand  during  February  1985.

PROSPECTIVE  PLANTINGS 


TOBACCO  UP  6% 

North  Carolina  Tobacco  growers  intend  to  set  227,300 
acres  of  all  tobacco  in  1987,  6%  more  than  the  acreage  harv- 
ested in  1986. 

Flue-cured  growers  intend  to  harvest  219,000  acres  this 
season  compared  with  207,000  acres  a  year  ago.  In  the  U.S. 
flue-cured  belt,  tobacco  producers  expect  to  harvest 
329,300  acres,  6%  more  than  was  harvested  in  1986.  Burley 
tobacco  farmers  in  the  State  intend  to  harvest  8,300  acres,  300 
acres  more  than  last  season.  U.S.  burley  area  for  harvest  is 
expected  to  total  224,300  acres,  2%  above  1986. 


PEANUTS  UP  3% 

Peanut  growers  in  North  Carolina  intend  to  plant  150,000 
acres  in  1987,  3%  more  than  last  season.  U.S.  planting  inten- 
tions total  1.61  million  acres,  up  3%  from  1986.

Cotton  farmers  in  North  Carolina  intend  to  plant  86,000 
acres  in  1987,  a  5%  increase  from  1986.

Corn  to  be  planted  for  all  purposes  in  North  Carolina  is 
expected  to  total  1.55  million  acres  in  1987,  down  3%  from  the 
1.60  million  acres  planted  in  1986.  U.S.  corn  growers  intend  to 
plant  67.6  million  acres  in  1987,  down  12%  from  last  year. 


Sorghum  growers  in  the  State  intend  to  plant  70,000  acres 
compared  with  85,000  acres  planted  a  year  earlier.

Contracted  acreage  of  cucumbers  for  pickles  in  North  Carolina  is  expected  to  be  15,300  acres,  down  16%  from  1986  contracts.  In 
the  U.S.,  cucumbers  for  pickles  will  be  contracted  on  84,120  acres,  a  10%  drop  from  last  year.  All  major  growing  states  expect  to  be 
at  or  below  last  year's  contracted  acreage. 


PEANUT  STOCKS 

Peanut  stocks  in  commercial  storage  on  February  28,  1987,  totaled  2.38  billion  pounds  of  equivalent  farmer  stock.  This  total 
includes  1.36  billion  pounds  of  actual  farmer  stock. 

Shelled  peanuts  on  hand  totaled  969  million  pounds  of  equivalent  farmer  stock.  Roasting  stock  totaled  49.2  million  pounds. 
There  were  61.0  million  pounds  of  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  uncommitted  stocks  on  hand  as  of  February  28,  1987. 

Shelled  peanut  stocks  on  February  28,  1987  totaled  729  million  pounds,  of  which  696  million  pounds  were  edible  grades  and  32.5 
million  pounds  were  oil  stocks.  Edible  grade  stocks  by  type  were;  Virginias,  146  million  pounds;  Runners,  499  million  pounds;  and 
Spanish,  51.1  million  pounds.

FEBRUARY  LIVESTOCK  SLAUGHTER 

Commercial  slaughter  of  livestock  in  North  Carolina  during  February  1987  totaled  58.2  million  pounds  live  weight,  up  7%  from 
a  year  ago.  Hog  slaughter,  at  47.2  million  pounds,  was  up  9%  from  last  year.  Cattle  slaughter,  at  10.9  million  pounds,  was  up  3%  and 
calf  slaughter,  at  94,000  pounds,  was  up  62%.  The  average  live  weight  per  head  for  cattle  was  923  pounds,  calves  308  pounds,  hogs 
234  pounds,  sheep  and  lambs  48  pounds. 

Commercial  red  meat  production  in  North  Carolina  during  February  1987  totaled  39.4  million  pounds,  dress  weight,  down  10% 
from  a  year  earlier. 

Commercial  red  meat  production  for  the  United  States  in  February  1987  totaled  2.88  billion  pounds,  dress  weight,  down  2% 
from  February  1986.  Commercial  red  meat  production  includes  slaughter  in  federally  inspected  and  other  plants,  but  excludes 
animals  slaughtered  on  farms. 

In  comparing  February  1987  with  February  1986,  beef  production,  at  1.75  billion  pounds,  dress  weight,  was  down  1%.  Head  kill 
totaled  2.66  million,  down  2%.  The  average  live  weight  increased  1  pound  to  1,108.  Veal  production,  at  36  million  pounds,  dress 
weight,  was  down  10%.  Calf  slaughter  totaled  239,000  head,  down  12%.  The  average  live  weight  increased  6  pounds,  to  253.  Pork 
production,  at  1.07  billion  pounds,  dress  weight,  was  down  3%.  Hog  kill  totaled  6.06  million  head,  down  4%.  The  average  live  weight 
increased  5  pounds,  to  248.  Lamb  and  mutton  production,  at  24  million  pounds,  dress  weight,  was  down  11%.  Slaughter  totaled 
400,000  head,  down  11%.  The  average  live  weight,  at  119  pounds,  was  unchanged. 


HOG  NUMBERS  UP 

All  hogs  and  pigs  on  North 
Carolina  farms  March  1,  1987 
totaled  2.40  million  head,  8% 
above  March  1  of  last  year.  This 
larger  inventory  was  the  result 
of  an  8%  increase  in  market 
hogs,  which  totaled  2,105,000 
head.  Breeding  Stock,  at  295,000 
head,  was  up  5%  from  the  pre- 
vious year.  North  Carolina  main- 
tained its  number  seven  national 
ranking  in  the  total  number  of 
hogs  and  pigs. 

The  State's  pig  crop  dur- 
ing the  December  1986  -  Feb- 
ruary 1987  period  totaled 
981,000  head,  7%  above  the  same 
months  last  year.  These  pigs 
were  produced  by  125,000  sows, 
which  were  up  9%  from  last 
year.  The  7.85  pigs  saved  per 
litter  compares  to  last  year's 
7.95  litter  size. 

North  Carolina  producers 
intend  to  farrow  130,000  sows 
during  the  March-May  quarter 
and  125,000  during  the  June- 
August  period.  If  these  inten- 
tions materialize,  the  March- 
May  farrowing  will  be  8%  above 
last  year,  and  June-August 
farrowings  will  be  4%  above  the 
same  period  last  year. 

10  STATES:  Hogs  and 
pigs  on  farms  March  1,  1987 
in  the  10  Quarterly  States  are 
estimated  at  39.2  million  head, 
up  3%  from  a  year  ago.  Breed- 
ing inventory,  at  5.23  million 
ihead,  was  6%  above  a  year  ago. 
JMarket  hogs  totaled  34.0  mil- 
lion head,  2%  above  last  year. 

The  December  1986  -  Feb- 
ruary 1987  pig  crop  was  15.2

EGG  PRODUCTION 
AND  LAYER  NUMBERS  UP 

Laying  flocks  in  North  Carolina  produced 
263  million  eggs  during  February  1987,  up  1% 
from  a  year  earlier.  Production  consisted  of 
162  million  table  eggs  and  101  million  hatching 
eggs.  Hatching  eggs  were  up  2%  from  a  year 
ago  and  table  eggs  were  up  1%.  The  average 
number  of  layers  on  hand  during  February 
was  14.6  million,  up  1%  from  a  year  earlier  and 
consisted  of  8.3  million  for  table  and  6.3  million 
for  hatching. 

Laying  flocks  in  the  nation's  20  major  egg 
production  states  produced  4.48  billion  eggs 
during  February,  up  1%  from  a  year  ago  and 
consisted  of  3.94  billion  table  eggs  and  543 
million  hatching  eggs.  February  egg  produc- 
tion per  100  layers  for  the  total  laying  flock 
was  1,895  eggs  compared  with  1,900  for  1986. 

All  layers  on  March  1,  1987  totaled  283 
million,  up  1%  from  a  year  ago.  Layers  on 
March  1  consisted  of  246  million  for  table  eggs 
and  36.6  million  layers  for  hatching  eggs.  Rate 
of  lay  on  March  1,  for  all  layers,  averaged  68.0 
eggs  per  100  layers  compared  with  68.1  a  year 
earlier.

The  average  price  received  for 
corn  by  North  Carolina  farmers  in 
March  1987  was  $1.83  per  bushel, 
down  1  cent  from  a  month  earlier. 
Soybeans,  at  $4.74  per  bushel,  went 
up  11  cents. 

Prices  received  for  "All  Hogs"  in 
March,  at  $47.30  per  hundredweight, 
was  down  $1.50  from  February,  but 
$7.10  above  a  year  ago.  Commercial 
broilers,  at  27.5  cents  per  pound,  were 
unchanged  from  the  previous  month. 
Table  eggs,  at  43.1  cents  per  dozen, 
were  down  1.5  cents.  Turkeys,  at  35.0 
cents  per  pound,  went  up  2.0  cents 
from  a  month  ago. 

All  milk,  at  $14.70  per  hundred- 
weight, was  down  30  cents  from  a 
month  ago  but  $1.20  above  the  pre- 
vious year. 
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FLORICULTURE  TOTALS  $46.3  MILLION 

The  equivalent  wholesale  value  of  all  sales  for  the  floriculture  crops  surveyed  in  North  Carolina  totaled  $46.3  million  in  1986.  A 
total  of  all  131  growers  reported  7.1  million  square  feet  of  total  covered  area  and  361  acres  of  outdoor  area  in  production  in  1986. 

Bedding/Garden  Plants  had  a  total  wholesale  value  of  $22.7  million.  The  wholesale  value  of  sales  for  vegetable,  flowering  and 
foliar  bedding  plants  and  geraniums  was  $12.2  million.  Potted  bedding/garden  plants  accounted  for  19%  of  the  total,  or  $4.3  million. 
The  wholesale  value  of  flowering  hanging  baskets  made  up  the  remaining  $6.2  million. 

Potted  Flowering  Plants  accounted  for  $17.8  million  of  the  total  wholesale  value.  Poinsettias  led  this  category  with  $6.9  million 
generated  from  2.3  million  pots  of  all  sizes.  Potted  chrysanthemum  sales  had  an  equivalent  wholesale  value  of  $3.7  million  from  1.1 
million  pots  sold.  Potted  Easter  lilies  generated  $803,000.  The  remaining  value  was  derived  from  sales  of  african  violets,  finished 
florist  azaleas,  other  lilies,  and  other  flowering  plants  (excluding  blooming  annuals). 

Cut  Flower  sales  totaled  $1.4  million.  Standard  chrysanthemums  had  a  wholesale  value  of  $554,000,  23%  above  the  $452,000 
value  in  1985.  The  number  of  chrysanthemum  blooms  sold  in  1986  was  968,000,  up  3%  from  a  year  earlier. 

The  total  net  value  of  Foliage  for  indoor  or  patio  use  was  $4.4  million.  Foliage  hanging  baskets  accounted  for  $3.5  million  or 
80%  of  the  total.

U.S.  VALUES  INCREASED 

The  1986  equivalent  wholesale  value  of  all 
sales  for  the  28  crops  surveyed  in  28  states 
totaled  $1.88  billion.  Cut  flowers  decreased  4% 
in  value  to  $359  million.  Potted  flowering  plants, 
foliage  plants  and  bedding  plants  all  increased 
in  value  but  the  1985  and  1986  data  are  not 
comparable  because  of  changing  the  length  of 
time  held  by  growers  from  6  or  12  weeks  to  4 
weeks.  The  value  of  cut  cultivated  greens,  at 
$70.3  million,  increased  5%  from  1985. 


NORTH  CAROLINA  PRICES  RECEIVED  INDEX 


The  March  1987  "All  Farm  Products"  index  of  prices  received  by  North  Carolina  farmers  at  210%  of  its  1967  base  was  down  one 
point  from  February.  Contributing  most  to  the  decrease  were  lower  prices  for  corn,  hogs,  eggs,  and  milk.  The  index  was  5  points 
below  a  year  ago. 

The  March  1987  "All  Crops"  index,  at  213  was  unchanged  from  the  previous  month,  but  10  points  below  a  year  ago. 
The  "Livestock  and  Livestock  Products"  index  for  March  was  205,  down  one  point  from  February,  but  2  points  above  the 
previous  year. 

The  index  of  meat  animals  for  March  at  250  was  down  2  points  from  the  previous  month.  The  poultry  index  at  174  was 
unchanged  while  the  dairy  index  at  229  was  down  5  points.

MARCH  MILK  PRODUCTION  DOWN 

Milk  production  in  North  Carolina  during 
March  1987  totaled  142  million  pounds,  down 
9%  from  a  year  earlier.  The  number  of  milk 
cows  on  Tar  Heel  farms  was  estimated  at 
112,000  head,  down  13,000  from  a  year  ago. 
The  average  milk  per  cow  at  1,270  pounds  was 
up  20  pounds  from  March  1986. 

Milk  production  in  the  21  sleeted  states 
totaled  10.4  billion  pounds,  3%  less  than  pro- 
duction in  these  same  states  in  March  1986. 
Production  per  cow  in  the  21  selected  states 
averaged  1,180  pounds  for  March,  32  pounds 
more  than  March  1986.  The  number  of  cows  on 
farms  in  the  21  selected  states  was  8.79  million 
head,  26  thousand  less  than  February  1987, 
and  491  thousand  (5%)  below  March  1986. 

Grain  and  other  concentrates  fed  to  milk 
cows  on  April  1,  1987,  averaged  17.1  pounds, 
0.5  pounds  more  than  April  1,  1986.  The  value 
of  grain  and  other  concentrates  fed  to  cows  on 
April  1,  averaged  $6.71  per  hundredweight,  32 
cents  per  hundredweight  less  than  the  April  1, 
1986  value.

IRISH  POTATOES 

Spring  potato  production  in 
North  Carolina  is  forecast  at 
2.12  million  cwt,  up  3%  from  a 
year  earlier.  Acreage  for  harv- 
est, at  13,700  acres,  is  un- 
changed and  yields  are  expected 
to  be  above  last  year  by  5  cwt. 
Plantings  were  about  88%  com- 
pleted by  April  1,  and  the  crop 
was  rated  in  mostly  good  con- 
dition. 

U.S.  spring  potatoes  are 
forecast  at  19.3  million  cwt,  3% 
below  last  year  and  16%  below 
1985.  Area  for  harvest  is  set  at 
79.1  thousand  acres,  an  increase 
of  4%  from  last  year.

SUPPLY-DISAPPEARANCE  BALANCE  IMPROVES  FOR  TOBACCO  * 

U.S.  flue-cured  tobacco  supplies  for  the  1986/87  marketing  season  totaled  2.62  billion  pounds,  almost  a  3-year  stock-pile.  Burley 
tobacco  supplies  totaled  about  1.85  billion  pounds,  or  about  a  3.2-year  supply.  These  ratios  are  lower  than  they  have  been  for  several 
years.  But,  there  are  still  higher  than  the  levels  considered  desirable,  which  are  about  2.45  years  worth  for  flue-cured  and  2.65  for 
burley. 

Supply  came  into  better  balance  with  disappearance  because  of  lower  marketing  quotas  and  smaller  yields.  Producers  mar- 
keted around  663  million  pounds  of  flue-cured  from  the  1986  crop,  down  16%  from  1985.  Burley  marketings  are  estimated  at  about 
420  million  pounds,  or  22%  below  1985. 

A  smaller  share  of  the  1986  tobacco  crop  was  placed  under  loan.  Flue-cured  loan  volume  fell  to  8%  of  sales,  down  from  17%  in 
1985.  Loan  takings  of  burley  inl986/87  fell  to  less  than  40  million  pounds,  compared  with  83  million  in  1985/86.

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EGG  PRODUCTION 
AND  LAYER  NUMBERS 

Laying  flocks  in  North  Carolina  produced 
291  million  eggs  during  March  1987,  down  1% 
from  a  year  earlier.  Production  consisted  of 
180  million  table  eggs  and  111  million  hatching 
eggs,  each  down  1%  from  a  year  ago.  The 
average  number  of  layers  on  hand  during 
March  was  14.5  million,  approximately  the 
same  as  a  year  earlier  and  consisted  of  8.3 
million  for  table  eggs  and  6.2  million  for 
hatching. 

Laying  flocks  in  the  nation's  20  egg  pro- 
duction states,  produced  5.05  billion  eggs 
during  March  1987,  up  2%  from  the  4.93  billion 
produced  a  year  ago.  Production  included  4.44 
billion  table  or  commercial  type  eggs  and  612 
million  hatching  eggs.  The  number  of  layers 
producing  table  and  hatching  eggs  during 
March  averaged  236  million,  compared  with 
232  million  a  year  ago.  Egg  production  per  100 
layers  for  the  total  laying  flock  was  2,143  eggs, 
compared  with  2,126  eggs  for  1986. 

All  layers  on  April  1,  1987,  in  the  20  states 
totaled  236  million,  2%  above  the  231  million  a 
year  earlier.  The  236  million  layers  consisted 
of  203  million  for  table  or  commercial  type 
eggs  and  32.1  million  for  hatching  eggs.  Rate 
of  lay  on  April  1,  1987,  for  all  layers  averaged 
70.0  eggs  per  100  layers,  compared  with  69.1  a 
year  ago.

POULTRY  -  1986 
PRODUCTION  AND  VALUE  UP 

The  combined  North  Carolina  value  of  production  from  eggs, 
broilers,  and  turkeys  and  the  sales  from  other  chickens,  in  1986  was 
$1,246  million,  up  15%  from  the  $1,080  million  in  1985.  Of  the  combined 
total.  54%  was  from  broilers,  27%  from  turkeys,  18%  from  eggs,  and  1% 
from  other  chickens.  In  addition,  another  $52  million  came  from  other 
poultry  items,  which  stretches  the  grand  total  to  $1.3  billion. 

The  combined  U.S.  total  value  of  production  for  all  poultry  except 
the  other  category  was  $12.3  billion,  up  13%  from  the  $10.9  billion  in 
1985.  Of  this  total,  55%  was  from  broilers.  28%  from  eggs.  16%  from 
turkeys,  and  1%  from  other  chickens.

BROILER  HATCH  UP 

Nationally,  the  March  1987  hatch  of  broil- 
er-type chicks,  at  457  million,  was  6%  above 
March  last  year.  There  were  388  million  eggs 
in  incubators  on  April  1,  up  6%  from  a  year 
ago. 

Leading  primary  breeders  placed  4.11 
million  broiler-type  pullet  chicks  in  domestic 
hatchery  supply  flocks  during  March  1987,  an 
increase  of  12%  from  March  1986. 


U.S.  EGG-TYPE  CHICKS 
HATCHED  UP 

Nationally,  egg-type  chicks  hatched  during 
March  totaled  42.3  million,  an  increase  of  7%  from 
March  1986.  Eggs  in  incubators  totaled  37.7  million 
on  April  1,  1987,  down  2%  from  a  year  ago. 

Domestic  placements  of  egg-type  pullet  chicks 
for  hatchery  supply  flocks  by  leading  primary 
breeders  totaled  246,000  during  March  1987,  a 
decrease  of  25%  from  March  1986.

CATFISH  PROCESSING  UP 

Farm-raised  catfish  processed  during 
March  totaled  27.6  million  pounds  (12.5  thou- 
sand metric  tons)  round  weight.  The  March 
average  price  paid  to  growers  was  59  cents  per 
pound,  13  cents  below  the  same  month  last 
year. 

Net  pounds  of  processed  fish  sold  during 
March  totaled  14.5  million  pounds  (6560  met- 
ric tons),  up  37%  from  the  comparable  month 
in  1986.  Sales  of  whole  fish  represented  48%  of 
the  total  and  fillets  accounted  for  35%.  The 
remaining  17%  were  mostly  steaks  and  nuggets. 
Ice  pack  sales  were  53%  of  the  total  amount 
sold. 

The  March  average  prices  received  by 
processors  for  whole  fish  were  $1.40  per  pound 
for  ice  pack  and  $1.51  for  frozen  fish. 

Freshwater  catfish  imports  during  Febru- 
ary totaled  1.24  million  pounds  (563  metric 
tons),  96%  of  which  were  from  Brazil.  Imports 
were  31%  above  the  amount  imported  a  year 
earlier. 


LIVESTOCK  SLAUGHTER  UP 


Commercial  slaughter  of  livestock  in  North  Carolina  during  March  1987  totaled  67.3  million  pounds,  live  weight,  up  12%  from 
March  of  last  year.  Hog  slaughter  at  53.9  million  pounds,  was  up  12%  from  a  year  ago.  Cattle  slaughter  totaled  13.3  million  pounds 
and  was  up  16%.  Calf  slaughter,  at  75,000  pounds,  was  down  13,000  pounds.  The  average  live  weight  per  head  was:  cattle  948 
pounds,  calves  309  pounds,  hogs  238  pounds,  and  sheep  and  lambs  83  pounds. 

Commercial  red  meat  production  in  North  Carolina  during  March  1987  totaled  45.4  million  pounds,  dress  weight,  up  12%  from 
a  year  earlier. 

Commercial  red  meat  production  for  the  United  States  in  March  1987  totaled  3.20  billion  pounds  dress  weight,  up  2%  from 
March  1986.  Commercial  red  meat  production  includes  slaughter  in  federally  inspected  and  other  plants,  but  excludes  animals 
slaughtered  on  farms. 

In  comparing  March  1987  with  March  1986,  beef  production,  at  1.91  billion  pounds,  dress  weight,  was  up  3%.  Head  kill  totaled 
2.90  million,  up  2%.  The  average  live  weight  decreased  3  pounds  to  1,107.  Veal  production,  at  38  million  pounds,  dress  weight,  was 
down  12%.  Calf  slaughter  totaled  266,000  head,  down  9%,  and  the  average  live  weight  decreased  4  pounds  to  244.  Pork  production,  at 
1.23  billion  pounds,  dress  weight,  was  up  2%.  Hog  kill  totaled  6.97  million  head,  up  2%.  The  average  live  weight  increased  2  pounds 
to  246.  Lamb  and  mutton  production,  at  27  million  pounds,  dress  weight,  was  down  16%.  Slaughter  totaled  442,000  head,  down  18%. 
The  average  live  weight  increased  to  122.

MEAT  ANIMALS 
MARKETINGS  AND  CASH  RECEIPTS  UP 

Cash  receipts  from  all  meat  animals  in  the  Tar  Heel  State  for  1986 
totaled  $607  million,  up  12%  from  the  $542  million  in  1985.  Of  the  total 
receipts,  hogs  accounted  for  72%  of  the  total,  cattle  and  calves  nearly  28%, 
and  sheep  less  than  1%. 

At  the  U.S.  level,  receipts  totaled  $39.1  billion,  up  1%  from  1985.  The 
percentage  breakdown  of  the  total  receipts  by  commodity  were:  cattle  and 
calves.  74%;  hogs  and  pigs,  25%;  and  sheep  and  lambs,  1%.

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CATTLE  ON  FEED  IN  13  QUARTERLY  STATES  DOWN 

Cattle  and  calves  on  feed  April  1,  1987  for  slaughter  in  the  13  quarterly  states  totaled  8.80  million  head,  down  2%  from  April  1 
last  year  and  9%  below  1985.  This  is  the  lowest  April  1  number  on  feed  since  1981.  The  cattle  on  feed  inventory  included  5.70  million 
steers  and  steer  calves,  2%  above  last  year  but  4%  below  1985.  This  group  represented  65%  of  the  total  April  number  on  feed 
compared  with  63%  in  1986.  Heifers  and  heifer  calves  accounted  for  3.06  million,  down  7%  from  a  year  ago  and  17%  below  April  1, 
1985. 

Placements  of  cattle  and  calves  on  feed  during  the  January-March  quarter  totaled  5.70  million,  up  8%  from  last  year  and  7% 
above  the  comparable  period  in  1985.  Other  disappearance  of  371  thousand  head  leaves  net  placements  at  5.33  million.  Marketings 
of  fed  cattle  for  slaughter  during  January-March  totaled  5.77  million,  about  the  same  as  a  year  ago  but  2%  below  1985.  Cattle, 
feeders  expect  to  market  5.44  million  head  during  the  April-June  quarter  of  1987.  This  would  be  7%  below  the  second  quarter 
marketings  in  1986  and  6%  below  1985.

GENERAL  SITUATION 

The  month  of  April,  1987  was  truly  a  month  of  contrast  when  compared  with  April,  1986.  This  April's  rainfall  has  hampered 
plantings  of  almost  all  crops  as  North  Carolina  farmers  have  had  to  wait  for  drying  conditions  to  get  into  the  fields. 

As  of  May  3,  planting  of  corn  was  54%  complete,  which  is  substantially  behind  last  year  and  the  average.  Transplanting  tobacco 
was  also  behind  schedule  with  only  27%  planted.  Tobacco  plant  beds  were  in  mostly  good  condition  but  have  recently  started  to 
deteriorate  because  of  late  transplanting  maturation.  Cotton  planting  reached  30%  completion  by  May  3,  also  behind  last  year's 
progress  and  the  average.  Sorghum  planting  is  underway  with  a  tenth  of  the  crop  in  the  ground,  while  soybean  and  peanut 
plantings  were  just  barely  getting  started.  The  planting  of  corn  and  tobacco  has  taken  priority. 

The  weather  was  ideal  for  replenishing  our  depleted  moisture  supplies  from  last  season's  drought,  but  fieldwork  has  suffered 
delays.  Soil  moisture  remained  in  the  adequate  to  surplus  catergories  all  month  as  one  of  the  wettest  and  cloudiest  Aprils  in  history 
in  the  Tar  Heel  State  came  to  an  end. 


PEANUT  STOCKS 

Peanut  stocks  in  commercial  storage  on  March  31,  1987,  totaled  2.06  billion  pounds  of  equivalent  farmer  stock.  This  total 
includes  966  million  pounds  of  actual  farmer  stock. 

Shelled  peanuts  on  hand  totaled  1.04  billion  pounds  of  equivalent  farmer  stock.  Roasting  stock  totaled  59.2  million  pounds. 
There  were  57.2  million  pounds  of  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  uncommitted  stocks  on  hand  as  of  March  31,  1987. 

Shelled  peanut  stocks  on  March  31,  1987,  totaled  779  million  pounds  of  which  753  million  pounds  were  edible  grades  and  25.6 
million  pounds  were  oil  stocks.  Edible  grade  stocks  by  type  were:  Virginias,  155  million  pounds;  Runners,  538  million  pounds;  and 
Spanish,  60.2  million  pounds.

IRISH  POTATO  FORECAST  UNCHANGED 

Spring  Irish  potato  production  in  North  Carolina  is  forecast  at  2.12  million  cwt.,  unchanged  from  the  forecast  a  month  earlier 
but  up  3%  from  last  year's  production.  Acreage  for  harvest  is  estimated  at  13,700  acres,  same  as  last  year  and  the  yield  per  acre  is 
forecast  at  155  cwt,  5  cwt.  more  than  the  average  in  1986. 

U.S.  spring  potato  production  is  forecast  at  19.0  million  cwt.,  down  4%  from  last  year  and  17%  below  1985.  Area  for  harvest  is 
set  at  79.1  thousand  acres,  up  4%  from  last  year.  Poorer  yields  in  most  states  are  responsible  for  the  production  downturn. 


COTTONSEED  PRODUCTION  DOWN  9% 

Cottonseed  production  in  North  Carolina  in  1986  totaled  40,000  tons,  9%  below  a  year  earlier. 

U.S.  cottonseed  production  in  1986,  at  3.80  million  tons  is  28%  below  1985  production.  The  preliminary  1986  marketing  year 
average  price  received  is  $78.50  per  ton  compared  with  $66.00  in  1985.  Value  of  cottonseed  for  the  1986  crop  totaled  $298  million, 
down  14%  from  1985. 


1986  COTTON  PRODUCTION 
REVISED  DOWN  SLIGHTLY 

North  Carolina  cotton  growers 
produced  109,000  bales  in  1986, 
7%  less  than  the  1985  crop.  Acres 
harvested  in  1986  totaled  81,000, 
down  7%  from  the  previous  year. 
The  yield  of  lint  per  acre  averaged 
646  pounds,  same  as  a  year  earlier. 

United  States  cotton  production 
totaled  9.73  million  bales  in  1986, 
falling  28%  from  1985.  Excluding 
1983,  the  PIK  program  year,  this 
is  the  lowest  production  since  1975. 
Upland  accounted  for  9.53  million 
bales  of  the  total  1986  crop  and 
American-Pima,  206  thousand 
bales.  While  upland  production  is 
the  lowest  since  1975  (excluding 
1983),  American-Pima  is  the  larg- 
est crop  of  record.  The  previous 
record  high  crop  for  American- 
Pima  was  in  1963  when  164  thou- 
sand bales  were  produced.

N.C.  WHEAT  FORECAST  UP  27% 

North  Carolina  farmers  expect  to 
harvest  18.0  million  bushels  of  winter 
wheat  in  1987.  This  is  27%  more  than 
last  year's  production  of  14.3  million 
bushels.  Acreage  for  harvest  is  esti- 
mated at  440,000  acres,  down  4%  from 
1986  but  the  yield  per  acre,  forecast 
at  41  bushels,  is  up  32%  from  last 
year's  drought  reduced  yield  of  31 
bushels. 

U.S.  winter  wheat  production  is 
forecast  at  1.55  billion  bushels  as  of 
May  1,  1987.  This  is  2%  more  than  the 
1.52  billion  bushels  produced  in  1986. 
Growers  expect  to  harvest  38.9  million 
acres  for  grain  this  year,  down  10%, 
and  the  lowest  level  since  1978.  The 
sharp  acreage  decline  is  offset  by 
higher  yield  prospects.  Yields  are 
expected  to  average  39.9  bushels  per 
acre,  up  4.7  bushels  from  1986.  This 
would  be  the  third  highest  yield  on 
record. 


HAY  STOCKS 
DOWN  43% 

Hay  stored  on  North  Carolina 
farms  as  of  May  1,  1987  totaled 
69,000  tons.  This  is  43%  less  than 
the  quantity  stored  a  year  earlier. 

U.S.  stocks  of  hay  stored  on 
farms  May  1,  totaled  32.4  million 
tons,  21%  above  the  May  1  levels  in 
both  1986  and  1985.  May  1,  1987 
stocks  represent  20.8%  of  the  1986 
hay  production.  A  year  earlier, 
stocks  represented  18.0%  of  the 
previous  crop.

April  1987  totaled  140  million  pounds,  down 
10%  from  a  year  earlier.  The  number  of  milk 
cows  on  Tar  Heel  farms  was  estimated  at 
112,000  head,  down  13,000  from  a  year  ago.

BROILER  HATCH  UP 


U.S.  EGG-TYPE  CHICKS  HATCHED  DOWN 


Nationally,  the  April  1987  hatch  of  broiler-type  chicks, 
at  454  million,  was  7%  above  April  last  year.  There  were 
390  million  eggs  in  incubators  on  May  1,  up  6%  from  a  year 
ago. 

Leading  primary  breeders  placed  4.71  million  broiler- 
type  pullet  chicks  in  domestic  hatchery  supply  flocks  dur- 
ing April  1987,  an  increase  of  16%  from  April  1986. 


Nationally,  egg-type  chicks  hatched  during 
April  totaled  42.1  million,  a  decrease  of  1%  from 
April  1986.  Eggs  in  incubators  totaled  38.7  million 
on  May  1,  1987,  up  1%  from  a  year  ago. 

Domestic  placements  of  egg-type  pullet  chicks 
for  hatchery  supply  flocks  by  leading  primary  breed- 
ers totaled  355  thousand  during  April  1987,  an 
increase  of  11%  from  April  1986.

NUMBER  OF  WORKERS  DOWN  -  WAGE  RATES  INCREASE 

There  were  2.82  million  people  working  on  the  nation's  farms  and  ranches  during  the  week  of  April  12-18,  1987,  according  to 
the  Agricultural  Statistics  Board.  This  number  was  down  3%  from  the  2.90  million  workers  during  the  comparable  survey  week  in 
1986.  Included  in  the  workforce  were  1.31  million  self-employed  farm  operators,  445,000  unpaid  workers,  and  885,000  workers  hired 
directly  by  farm  operators.  The  additional  188,000  workers  were  agricultural  service  employees. 

Hired  farm  workers  received  an  average  of  $4.90  per  hour  during  the  April  1987  survey  week,  up  19  cents  from  a  year  earlier. 
Workers  paid  on  an  hourly  basis  earned  $4.67  per  hour  compared  with  $4.52  in  April  1986.  Field  and  livestock  workers  earned  $4.70 
and  $4.32,  respectively.  Last  year  their  wages  were  $4.58  and  $4.26. 

Self-employed  persons  worked  an  average  of  43.6  hours  during  the  April  1987  survey  week,  the  same  as  a  year  earlier.  Unpaid 
workers  averaged  36.1  hours,  1.4  hours  more  than  last  year.  Hired  employees  worked  40.3  hours,  up  1.5  hours  from  April  1986. 

Perquisites  and  other  benefits  such  as  housing  and  food  were  provided  to  46%  of  the  hired  workers.  Housing  was  provided  to 
13%  of  the  workers,  unchanged  from  last  year.

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LIVESTOCK  SLAUGHTER 

Commercial  slaughter  of  livestock  in  North  Carolina  during  April  1987  totaled  64.3  million  pounds,  live  weight,  up  slightly 
from  the  64.0  million  a  year  ago.  Hog  slaughter  at  52.4  million  pounds,  was  up  3%  from  a  year  ago.  Cattle  slaughter  totaled  11.8 
million  pounds,  down  8%.  Calf  slaughter,  at  63,000  pounds  was  down  37%.  The  average  live  weight  per  head  was;  cattle  944  pounds, 
calves  268  pounds,  hogs  237  pounds,  sheep  and  lambs  82  pounds. 

Commercial  red  meat  production  in  North  Carolina  during  April  1987  totaled  43.4  million  pounds,  dress  weight,  up  1%  from  a 
year  earlier. 

In  comparing  April  1987  with  April  1986,  beef  production,  at  1.93  billion  pounds,  dress  weight,  was  down  9%.  Head  kill  totaled 
2.97  million,  down  8%.  The  average  live  weight  decreased  16  pounds  to  1,094.  Veal  production,  at  34  million  pounds,  dress  weight, 
was  down  24%.  Calf  slaughter  totaled  228  thousand  head,  down  25%,  and  the  average  live  weight  increased  1  pound  to  254.  Pork 
production,  at  1.17  billion  pounds,  dress  weight,  was  down  10%.  Hog  kill  totaled  6.67  million  head,  down  9%.  The  average  live  weight 
increased  1  pound  to  246.  Lamb  and  mutton  production,  at  29  million  pounds,  dress  weight,  was  unchanged.  Slaughter  totaled  496 
thousand  head,  up  1%.  The  average  live  weight  decreased  2  pounds  to  116.

MAY  GENERAL  SITUATION 

May  was  an  excellent  month  for  fieldwork.  Soil  moisture  supplies  declined  during  the  month,  although  those  reporting  adequate 
moisture  only  dropped  from  62%  to  58%.  The  major  drop  came  from  those  reporting  surplus  soil  moisture  supplies.  Nearly  all  areas 
received  some  rainfall,  but  it  was  in  the  form  of  scattered  showers.  As  of  June  1  soil  moisture  ratings  were  3%  very  short,  38%  short, 
58%  adequate,  and  1%  surplus. 

Corn  planting  started  the  month  well  behind  last  year  and  the  average,  but  97%  of  the  crop  was  planted  by  May  14  which  is 
normal.  As  of  June  1,  the  corn  crop  was  reported  as  mostly  good.  Tobacco  transplanting  also  started  the  month  well  behind  normal, 
but  by  June  1  was  92%  completed.  This  compares  to  the  five  year  average  of  96%.  Burley  transplanting  was  ahead  of  normal  and  last 
year  at  55%  planted.  Soybean  planting  got  underway  the  second  week  in  May  and  by  the  end  of  the  month  was  40  percent  completed, 
slightly  behind  average.  Peanut  planting  was  95%  completed  by  May  31,  the  same  as  average.  Small  grain  condition  was  reported  as 
mostly  good  during  May  and  showed  little  variation  during  the  month.  Truck  crops  were  rated  62%  good,  36%  fair  and  2%  poor  as  of 
May  31.  Peaches  were  rated  as  6%  excellent,  60%  good,  27%  fair  and  7%  poor.

The  final  estimate  of  1986 
sweet  potatoes  in  North  Car- 
olina places  production  at  5.1 
million  cwt.  This  is  15%  less 
than  the  1985  record  high 
production  of  6.0  million  cwt.

PEACH  FORECAST 

Peach  production  in  North  Carolina  is  forecast  at  30  million  pounds. 
This  is  20%  above  1986  production  and  dramatically  larger  than  the 
spring  freeze  damaged  crop  of  1985  at  2  million  pounds. 

The  U.S.  peach  forecast  of  2.61  billion  pounds  is  12%  more  than  last 
year  and  21%  above  1985. 

The  Nine  Southern  States  expect  to  produce  548  million  pounds, 
30%  more  than  in  1986.  Most  of  the  increase  was  due  to  the  50%  increase 
in  production  in  South  Carolina.  Growers  expect  to  harvest  the  largest 
crop  since  1984.  North  Carolina's  crop  generally  escaped  serious  freeze 
damage  but  did  have  some  late  frost  damage.  The  other  Southern  States 
suffered  freeze  or  frost  damage.  The  crop  in  Michigan  suffered  little 
freeze  damage.  Set  was  good,  but  below  normal  rainfall  and  above  nor- 
mal temperatures  caused  a  heavy  drop.  Fruit  set  was  light  in  New  Jer- 
sey because  of  winter  damage.  Cool,  wet  weather  also  reduced  the  pro- 
duction potential.

There  were  968  thousand  pounds  of  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  uncommitted  stock  on  hand  as  of  April  30,  1987. 

Shelled  peanut  stocks  on  April  30,  1987,  totaled  816  million  pounds,  of  which  772  million  pounds  were  edible  grades  and  44.0 
million  pounds  were  oil  stocks.  Edible  grade  stocks  by  type  were:  Virginias,  150  million  pounds;  Runners,  552  million  pounds;  and 
Spanish,  69.7  million  pounds.

Spring  Irish  potato  production  for 
1987  is  forecast  at  2.1  million  cwt.  in 
North  Carolina.  This  is  unchanged 
from  1986  production  but  11%  less 
than  1985  production.  The  area  for 
harvest,  at  13,700  acres,  is  unchanged 
from  1986.  Yield  per  acre  is  forecast 
at  150  cwt.,  also  unchanged  from  1986. 

U.S.  spring  potato  production  in 
1987  is  forecast  at  17.6  million  cwt., 
down  11%  from  last  year  and  24% 
from  1985.  Area  for  harvest  is  78,500 
acres,  up  3%  from  1986.  The  average 
yield  forecast  is  estimated  at  224  cwt. 
per  acre,  37  cwt.  below  the  previous 
year's  yield.

CATTLE  ON  FEED  IN  7  STATES  UP 

Cattle  and  calves  on  feed  May  1  for  slaughter  market  in  the  7  states  preparing  monthly  estimates  totaled  7.23  million  head,  up 
2%  from  a  year  ago  but  4%  below  May  1,  1985.  Marketings  of  feed  cattle  during  April  totaled  1.58  million,  down  3%  from  last  year 
and  1%  less  than  April  two  years  ago. 

Placements  of  cattle  and  calves  on  feed  in  the  7  states  during  April  totaled  1.73  million,  up  10%  from  last  year  and  22%  above 
April  1985.  This  is  the  highest  April  placement  total  since  1972,  when  seven  state  estimates  were  begun.  Net  placements  of  1.59 
million  for  April  are  10%  above  last  year  and  24%  above  April  two  years  ago.  Other  disappearance  totaled  134  thousand  head, 
compared  with  120  thousand  during  April  1986  and  133  thousand  during  April  1985.

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HOG  NUMBERS  UP 

All  hogs  and  pigs  on  North  Carol  ina  farms  June  1,  1987,  totaled  2,350,000  head,  up  8%  from  a  year  earlier,  according  to  the 
North  Carolina  Agricultural  Statistic  Division.  Breeding  stock  at  305,000  head  is  up  9%  and  market  hogs  at  2,045,000  head  are  8% 
above  a  year  ago.  North  Carolina  ranks  seventh  nationally  in  the  total  number  of  hogs  and  pigs.  The  State's  pig  crop  during  the 
March  -  May  period  totaled  1,019,000  head,  6%  above  the  same  months  last  year.  Pigs  saved  per  litter  averaged  8.15  head.  North 
Carolina  producers  intend  to  farrow  130,000  sows  during  each  of  the  next  2  quarters-June  -  August  and  September  -  November.  If 
these  expectations  are  realized,  8%  more  sows  will  farrow  during  this  6  month  period  than  a  year  earlier. 

Inventory  of  all  hogs  and  pigs  in  the  U.S.  June  1,  1987  is  estimated  at  52.3  million  head.  This  number  is  7%  above  a  year  ago. 
Breeding  inventory  at  7.03  million  head,  is  10%  more  than  a  year  ago.  Market  hogs  totaled  45.3  million  head,  up  7%  from  last  year. 
The  December  1986  -  May  1987  pig  crop  was  43.2  million  head,  7%  more  than  last  year.  Pigs  saved  per  litter  rose  to  7.80.  This  is  a 
record  litter  rate  for  the  United  States. 

Estimates  for  the  10  quarterly  States  account  for  about  80%  of  the  U.S.  total  inventory.  These  states,  with  41.1  million  head,  are 
up  9%  from  last  year.  The  December  1986  -  May  1987  pig  crop  was  33.6  million  head,  8%  more  than  last  year.  Producers  intend  to 
have  4.51  million  sows  farrow  during  the  June  -  November  period,  an  increase  of  8%  from  a  year  earlier.

Nationally,  the  May  1987  hatch  of  broiler-type  chicks, 
at  471  million,  was  7%  above  May  last  year.  There  were  394 
million  eggs  in  incubators  on  June  1,  up  7%  from  a  year 
ago. 

Leading  primary  breeders  placed  4.06  million  broiler- 
type  pullet  chicks  in  domestic  hatchery  supply  flocks  during 
May  1987,  an  increase  of  3%  from  May  1986. 

North  Carolina  commercial  hatcheries  produced  46.7 
million  broiler  chicks  during  May  1987,  up  5%  from  a  year 
earlier.

10%  from  a  year  earlier.  The  number  of  milk 
cows  on  Tar  Heel  farms  was  estimated  at 
112,000  head,  down  11,000  from  a  year  ago.

EGG  PRODUCTION  -  MAY 


MAY  EGG  PRODUCTION  UP 

Laying  flocks  in  North  Carolina 
produced  293  million  eggs  during  May 
1987,  down  slightly  from  the  294  million 
a  year  earlier.  Production  consisted  of 
178  million  table  eggs  and  115  million 
hatching  eggs  compared  with  181  and 
113  million  respectively  a  year  ago.  The 
average  number  of  layers  on  hand  during 
May  was  14.7  million,  down  1%  from  a 
year  earlier  and  consisted  of  8.2  million 
for  table  eggs  and  6.5  million  for  hatch- 
ing. 

The  Nation's  laying  flocks  produced 
17.7  billion  eggs  during  the  March 
through  May  quarter,  up  2%  from  the 
corresponding  quarter  a  year  ago.  Layers 
for  the  quarter  averaged  280  million,  up 
1%  from  the  277  million  a  year  earlier. 

All  layers  on  June  1,  1987,  totaled 
277  million,  up  1%  from  a  year  ago. 
Layers  on  June  1  consisted  of  240  million 
for  table  eggs  and  38  million  layers  for 
hatching  eggs.  Rate  of  lay  on  June  1,  for 
all  layers,  averaged  67.4  eggs  per  100 
layers,  compared  with  68.1  a  year  earlier. 

Laying  flocks  in  the  20  major  egg 
production  states  produced  4.87  billion 
eggs  during  May,  including  4.25  billion 
table  eggs  and  620  million  hatching  eggs. 
May  egg  production  per  100  layers  for 
the  total  laying  flock  was  2,109  eggs 
compared  with  2,114  for  1986.

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LIVESTOCK  SLAUGHTER 

Commercial  slaughter  of  livestock  in  North  Carolina  during  May  1987  totaled  57.7  million  pounds,  live  weight,  down  10%  froi 
a  year  ago.  Hog  slaughter  at  47.8  million  pounds,  was  down  5%  from  a  year  ago.  Cattle  slaughter  totaled  9.8  million  pounds,  dow 
29%.  Calf  slaughter,  at  85,000  pounds  increased  6%.  The  average  live  weight  per  head  was:  cattle  940  pounds,  and  calves  294  pound 
hogs  235  pounds. 

Commercial  red  meat  production  in  North  Carolina  during  May  1987  totaled  39.2  million  pounds,  dress  weight,  down  9%  from 
year  earlier. 

Commercial  red  meat  production  for  the  United  States  in  May  1987  totaled  2.98  billion  pounds,  dress  weight,  down  12%  fro 
May  1986.  Commercial  red  meat  production  includes  slaughter  in  federally  inspected  and  other  plants,  but  excludes  anima 
slaughtered  on  farms. 

In  comparing  May  1987  with  May  1986.  beef  production,  at  1.85  billion  pounds,  dress  weight,  down  12%.  Head  kill  totaled  2.1 
million,  down  11%.  The  average  live  weight  decreased  15  pounds  to  1,087.  Veal  production,  at  32  million  pounds,  dress  weight,  dow 
26%.  Calf  slaughter  totaled  202  thousand  head,  down  27%  and  the  average  live  weight  increased  6  pounds  to  268.  Pork  production, 
1.07  billion  pounds,  dress  weight,  down  12%.  Hog  kill  totaled  6.08  million  head,  down  12%.  The  average  live  weight  increased 
pound  to  247.

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GENERAL  SITUATION 

Soil  moisture  supplies  remained  short  to  mostly  adequate  during  the  month  of  June  across  North  Carolina.  Variable  precipitation 
was  recorded  during  the  first  week  of  June  followed  by  a  week  of  generally  light  precipitation,  at  best.  Scattered  storms  resulted  in 
significantly  varied  rainfall  by  the  third  week  of  June  and  was  repeated  the  following  week.  As  of  June  28,  supplies  were  reported  as 
6%  very  short,  37%  short,  50%  adequate  and  7%  surplus.  Temperatures  were  slightly  above  normal  during  the  first  half  of  the  month 
but  returned  to  normal  during  the  later  half. 

Soybean  planting  advanced  to  85%  completion  by  June  28,  the  same  as  last  year  and  the  5-year  average.  The  condition  was  rated 
2%  poor,  38%  fair  and  60%  good.  The  State's  corn  condition  was  rated  4%  poor,  37%  fair,  55%  good  and  4%  excellent.  Corn  silking 
reached  24%,  compared  to  42%  last  year  and  a  36%  average.  The  cotton  crop  was  in  fair  to  mostly  good  condition,  as  were  peanuts. 
Transplanting  of  burley  tobacco  was  finishing  up.  Sweet  potato  transplanting  was  97%  completed,  ahead  of  last  year's  92%  and  the 
average  of  93%. 

Tar  Heel  apples  were  fair  to  mostly  good.  Peach  harvest  was  25%  completed  by  June  28,  well  behind  last  year's  46%  and  the 
average  of  44%. 

Harvesting  of  small  grains  and  hay  cutting  were  major  activities  near  the  end  of  June.  By  June  28,  wheat  was  82%  harvested; 
oats,  89%;  barley,  90%  and  rye,  72%.  First  cutting  of  hay  was  nearing  completion.

The  flue-cured  tobacco  crop  in 
North  Carolina  is  forecast  at  475.2 
lion  pounds,  up  10%  from  the 
1986  crop.  The  increase  is  attri- 
buted to  a  4%  increase  in  acreage 
for  harvest  and  a  6%  increase  in 
the  yield  per  acre.  Acreage  for 
harvest  is  estimated  at  216,000 
acres,  4%  more  than  the  207,000  in 
1986.  The  average  yield  per  acre 
is  forecast  at  2,200  pounds,  121 
pounds  per  acre  more  than  the 
16  average  but  23  pounds  less 
than  the  1985  average. 

U.S.  production  of  flue-cured 
tobacco  is  expected  to  total  720 
million  pounds,  12%  more  than  in 
1986.  Production  is  expected  to 
exceed  last  year  in  all  5  producing 
states.  Area  for  harvest,  at  326,000 
acres,  is  up  6%  from  last  year's 
record  low  acreage.  Yields  are 
expected  to  average  2,211  pounds 
per  acre,  up  120  pounds  from  a 
year  earlier  but  down  30  pounds 
from  2  years  ago. 


BURLEY  ACREAGE  UP  12% 

North  Carolina  farmers  expect 
to  harvest  8,500  acres  of  Burley 
tobacco  in  1987.  This  is  900  acres 
or  12%  more  than  last  year. 

Nationwide,  Burley  area  for 
harvest  increased  7%  to  reach 
225.000  acres.  Kentucky,  with 
nearly  two-thirds  of  the  acreage, 
is  up  4%  from  1986.  Tennessee,  the 
next  ranking  state,  rose  18%.

WHEAT  PRODUCTION  UP 


North  Carolina  winter  wheat  production  is  forecast  at  18.0  million  bushels.  27% 
more  than  the  1986  crop  and  unchanged  from  the  June  1  forecast.  Acreage  for  grain,  at 
440,000,  is  down  4%  from  last  year.  Yield  is  set  at  41  bushels  per  acre,  up  10  bushels  per 
acre  from  1986. 

The  U.S.  winter  wheat  production  is  forecast  at  1.57  billion  bushels,  up  4%  from 
1986,  but  14%  below  1985  production.  Seeded  area  is  estimated  at  48.5  million  acres,  off 
10%  from  1986.  Harvested  area  is  placed  at  39.2  million  acres,  down  9%  from  last  year. 
Yields  are  expected  to  average  40.2  bushels  per  acre,  5  bushels  more  than  1986  yields.

The  June  1987  "All  Farm  Products" 
index  of  prices  received  by  North  Carolina 
farmers  at  213%  of  its  1967  base  was 
unchanged  from  May.  Higher  prices  for  corn, 
soybeans,  hogs,  and  eggs  were  offset  by  lower 
prices  for  broilers,  turkeys,  and  milk.  The 
index  was  6  points  below  a  year  ago. 

The  June  1987  "All  Crops"  index,  at  217 
was  unchanged  from  the  previous  month 
but  6  points  below  a  year  ago. 

The  "Livestock  and  Livestock  Products" 
index  for  June  was  205,  down  3  points  from 
May  and  7  points  below  the  previous  year. 

The  index  of  meat  animals  for  June  at 
302  was  up  19  points  from  the  previous 
month  and  46  points  above  the  previous 
year.  The  poultry  index  at  151  was  down  15 
points  from  a  month  ago  and  the  dairy  index 
at  217  was  down  2  points.

The  average  price  received  for 
corn  by  North  Carolina  farmers  in 
June  1987  was  $2.04  per  bushel,  up  5 
cents  from  a  month  earlier.  Soybeans, 
at  $5.51  per  bushel,  increased  3 
cents. 

Prices  received  for  "All  Hogs"  in 
June,  at  $60.90  per  hundredweight, 
was  up  $6.00  from  May  and  $7.90 
above  a  year  ago.  Commercial  broil- 
ers, at  23.5  cents  per  pound,  were 
down  4.0  cents  from  the  previous 
month.  Table  eggs,  at  37.9  cents  per 
dozen,  were  up  1.9  cents.  Turkeys,  at 
33.0  cents  per  pound,  went  down  one 
cent  from  a  month  ago. 

All  milk,  at  $13.90  per  hundred- 
weight, was  down  10  cents  from  a 
month  earlier  but  50  cents  above  the 
previous  year. 


SUMMER  IRISH  POTATOES  STABLE 

The  summer  Irish  potato  crop  in  North  Carolina  is  expected  to  produce  209,000  cwt., 
unchanged  from  last  year's  production  but  21%  below  production  levels  in  1985.  Harvested  acreage 
is  forecast  at  1,900  acres,  also  unchanged  from  1986.  The  average  yield  is  estimated  at  110  cwt.  per 
acre. 

U.S.  summer  Irish  potato  production  is  forecast  at  23.7  million  cwt,  up  13%  from  last  year.  Area 
for  harvest  is  estimated  at  101,700  acres,  up  7%  from  1986.  The  average  yield  is  expected  to 
increase  13  cwt.  from  last  year  to  233  cwt.  per  acre. 


PEACH  CROP 

As  harvest  progresses.  North  Carol  ina  peach  growers  are  expected  to  harvest  30.0  mil  lion  pounds, 
unchanged  from  the  June  1  forecast. 

U.S.  peach  production  is  forecast  at  2.58  billion  pounds,  up  1 1%  from  1986  but  down  1%  from  the 
June  1  forecast.  The  freestone  crop  is  expected  to  total  1.53  billion  pounds,  10%  more  than  last  year. 
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PEANUT  STOCKS 

Peanut  stocks  in  commercial  storage  on  May  31,  1987, 
totaled  1.49  billion  pounds  of  equivalent  farmer  stock.  This 
total  includes  326  million  pounds  of  actual  farmer  stock. 

Shelled  peanuts  on  hand  totaled  1.10  billion  pounds  of 
equivalent  farmer  stock.  Roasting  stock  totaled  60.5  million 
pounds.  There  were  28.0  thousand  pounds  of  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation  uncommitted  stock  on  hand  as  of  May  31,  1987. 

Shelled  peanut  stocks  on  May  31,  1987,  totaled  829  million 
pounds  of  which  795  million  pounds  were  edible  grades  and 
34.2  million  pounds  were  oil  stocks.  Edible  grade  stocks  by 
type  were:  Virginias,  142  million  pounds;  Runners,  681  mil- 
lion pounds;  and  Spanish,  71.9  million  pounds.

BIG  APPLE  CROP 

Apple  production  in  North  Carolina  is  forecast  at  400 
million  pounds.  This  compares  with  last  season's  freeze  reduced 
crop  of  120  million  pounds  and  is  the  third  largest  crop  of 
record.  The  crop,  currently,  is  in  fair  to  mostly  good  condition. 

The  Nation's  forecast,  at  9.60  billion  pounds,  is  21%  more 
than  1986  and  1985.  All  regions  of  the  country  expect  pro- 
duction increases  over  1986.  The  forecast  for  the  eastern  states 
at  3.38  billion  pounds,  is  up  13%  from  last  year.  Orchards 
wintered  well  and  suffered  only  limited  frost  damage.  Pol- 
lination was  good  and  the  set  heavy.  Sizing  is  ahead  of  normal. 
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GENERAL  SITUATION 


The  month  of  July  started  out  with  mostly  adequate  soil  moisture  supplies  across  North  Carolina  but  by  the  third  full  week  of 
July,  had  declined  to  very  short-short  supplies.  By  August  2,  statewide  soil  moisture  supplies  were  rated  41%  very  short,  52%  short 
and  7%  adequate.  Temperatures  were  2  to  4  degrees  above  normal  and  rainfall  was  widely  scattered.  Most  locations  had  under  one 
half  inch  of  rain  all  week-still  much  too  little  to  keep  pace  with  average  evaporation  rates  of  nearly  three  tenths  of  an  inch  per  day. 

The  condition  of  most  major  crops  was  reported  as  mostly  fair,  showing  a  continual  decline  in  condition  throughout  July.  Corn 
was  rated  10%  very  poor,  28%  poor,  42%  fair,  17%  good  and  3%  excellent.  Plants  in  many  corn  fields  are  twisted  and  completely  dried 
up.  As  of  August  2,  silking  had  taken  place  on  94%  of  the  corn  crop  with  67%  in  the  soft  dough  stage,  33%  in  the  dent  stage  and  14% 
mature.  Harvest  of  flue-cured  tobacco,  at  18%  completion,  was  behind  average.  The  State's  cotton  crop  was  rated  mostly  fair  with 
squaring  virtually  complete  and  blooming  at  83%.  Soybean  crop  progress  was  on  target  with  last  year  and  the  average.  Thirty-three 
percent  of  the  crop  has  flowered,  and  pods  were  set  on  10%  of  the  acreage. 

Irish  potato  harvest  was  nearing  completion,  while  hay  harvest  slowed.  The  State's  apple  crop  remained  in  mostly  good  condi- 
tion and  with  adequate  moisture,  sizing  should  lead  to  a  good  crop.  Peach  harvest  was  74%  completed,  which  is  behind  the  average 
only  5  points  for  August  2.

BURLEY  TOBACCO  UP  24% 

Burley  tobacco  production  in  North  Carolina  is  forecast  at  17.9  million  pounds,  a  24% 
increase  over  last  year's  14.4  million  pounds.  Yield  per  acre  is  forecast  at  2,100  pounds,  up  200 
pounds  from  last  year's  1,900  pounds  per  acre.  Area  for  harvest,  at  8,500  acres,  is  up  12%  from 
1986. 

Burley  output  is  expected  to  total  477  million  pounds  in  the  U.S.,  up  17%  from  the  1986. 
The  higher  production  is  expected  to  result  from  a  combination  of  increased  acreage  and 
higher  yield.  Yield  is  forecast  to  average  2,118  pounds  per  acre,  182  pounds  more  than  last 
year.  Growers  expect  to  harvest  225,300  acres,  7%  above  the  area  harvested  a  year  earlier. 

CORN  CROP  LOWER 

The  1987  corn  for  grain  production  is  forecast  at  91.5  million  bushels  off  2%  from  last 
season.  This  is  mostly  due  from  a  decrease  in  acreage  for  harvest.  The  1.22  million  acres  for 
harvest  is  10%  below  the  1.36  million  acres  for  harvest  in  1986.  Yield  is  expected  to  average  75 
bushels  per  acre,  up  6  bushels  (9%)  from  the  previous  year's  drought  reduced  yield  of  69 
bushels  per  acre. 

U.S.  corn  for  grain  production  is  set  at  7.23  billion  bushels,  12%  below  last  year's  crop  and 
19%  below  the  1985  crop.  Average  yield  per  acre  is  forecast  at  a  record  high  121.4  bushels,  up 
2.1  bushels  from  the  previous  record  high  set  last  year.  The  area  for  harvest  as  grain  is 
expected  to  total  59.6  million  acres,  down  14%  from  last  year. 

SOYBEANS  DOWN  10% 

Soybean  production  in  North  Carolina  is  forecast  at  35  million  bushels  in  1987,  down  10% 
from  1986.  Acreage  for  harvest  is  estimated  at  1.4  million  acres  compared  with  1.6  million 
acres  harvested  in  1986.  This  year's  yield  per  acre  is  expected  to  average  25  bushels  per  acre, 
up  1  bushel  from  the  1986  season. 

U.S.  production  is  forecast  at  2.0  billion  bushels,  fractionally  below  last  year's  production 
level.  Yield  is  forecast  at  34.7  bushels  per  acre,  up  0.9  bushels  from  1986.  If  realized,  this 
would  set  a  new  record  high,  surpassing  the  1985  record  of  34.1  bushels  per  acre.  Area  for 
harvest,  at  57.6  million  acres,  is  down  3%  from  1986  and  unchanged  from  the  July  1,  1987 
forecast.

GRAPE  PRODUCTION  UP  67% 

Grape  production  in  North  Carolina  is  forecast  at  2,500  tons,  unchanged  from  last  year,  but  67% 
above  1985. 

The  production  forecast  for  all  grapes  in  the  U.S.  is  5.10  million  tons,  2%  below  last  year  and  9% 
lower  than  1985. 


APPLE  CROP  UP  SHARPLY 

Commercial  apple  production  in  North  Carolina  is  forecast 
at  400  million  pounds,  more  than  three  times  \skt  year's  pro- 
duction of  120  million  pounds.  Fruit  set  has  been  very  good 
and  with  adequate  moisture,  the  result  should  be  good  sizing. 

The  Nation's  apple  forecast,  at  9.69  billion  pounds,  is  1% 
more  than  the  July  1  forecast  and  23%  more  than  1986  produc- 
tion. Increased  prospects  are  reported  in  80%  of  the  states 
reporting. 


SUMMER  POTATO  CROP  UNCHANGED  FROM  1986 

North  Carolina  farmers  expect  to  harvest  1,900  acres  of 
summer  Irish  potatoes  this  year,  unchanged  from  the  1,900 
acres  harvested  in  1986.  Production  is  forecast  at  209,000  cwt., 
also  unchanged  from  last  season's  crop  of  209,000  cwt.  but 
down  21%  from  1985.  The  yield  forecast  is  set  at  110  cwt.  per 
acre,  unchanged  from  1986  and  the  July  1  forecast. 

U.S.  production  of  summer  potatoes  is  forecast  at  23.2  mil- 
lion cwt.,  up  11%  from  last  year  but  down  2%  from  July.  Area 
for  harvest  is  set  at  100,200  acres,  up  5%  from  last  year.  Aver- 
age yield  projection  is  231  cwt.  per  acre,  down  2  cwt.  per  acre 
from  the  July  1  forecast,  but  11  cwt.  per  acre  above  the  1986 
average  yield. 


PEANUT  CROP  OFF  6% 


PEANUT  STOCKS 


Peanut  production  in  North  Carolina  is  forecast  at  414 
million  pounds,  6%  less  than  in  1986.  Acreage  for  harvest,  at 
148,000  acres,  is  4%  more  than  last  season.  The  average  yield 
per  acre  is  forecast  at  2,800  pounds,  down  280  pounds  from 
1986. 

U.S.  production  is  forecast  at  4.15  billion  pounds,  up  12% 
from  last  year  and  slightly  above  the  1985  crop.  Harvested 
area  is  estimated  at  1.50  million  acres,  down  2%  from  1986. 
Yield  is  expected  to  average  2,765  pounds  per  acre,  up  358 
pounds  from  1986,  but  45  pounds  below  1985. 


Peanut  stocks  in  commercial  storage  on  June  30,  1987, 
totaled  1.21  billion  pounds  of  equivalent  farmer  stock.  This 
total  includes  101  million  pounds  of  actual  farmer  stock. 

Shelled  peanuts  on  hand  totaled  1.06  billion  pounds  of 
equivalent  farmer  stock.  Roasting  stock  totaled  49.4  million 
pounds.  There  was  no  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  uncom- 
mitted stock  on  hand  as  of  June  30. 

Shelled  peanut  stocks  on  June  30,  1987,  totaled  793  million 
pounds,  of  which  770  million  pounds  were  edible  grades  and 
23.0  million  pounds  were  oil  stocks.  Edible  grade  stocks  by 
type  are:  Virginias,  133  million  pounds;  Runners,  575  million 
pounds;  and  Spanish,  62.7  million  pounds.

The  average  price  received  for 
corn  by  North  Carolina  farmers  in 
July  1987  was  $1.95  per  bushel,  down 
5  cents  from  a  month  earlier.  Soy- 
beans, at  $5.32  per  bushel,  decreased 
23  cents. 

Prices  received  for  "All  Hogs" 
in  July,  at  $57.50  per  hundredweight, 
was  down  $1.90  from  June  and  $1.50 
below  a  year  ago.  Commercial 
broilers,  at  26.9  cents  per  pound, 
were  up  3.4  cents  from  the  previous 
month  but  13.6  below  July  of  last 
year.  Table  eggs,  at  35.8  cents  per 
dozen,  were  down  2.1  cents  and  12.7 
cents  from  June  1987  and  July  1986 
respectively.  Turkeys,  at  33.0  cents 
per  pound,  were  unchanged  from  a 
month  ago  but  down  20  cents  from 
July  a  year  ago. 

All  milk,  at  $14.40  per  hundred- 
weight, was  up  20  cents  from  a 
month  earlier  and  70  cents  above 
the  previous  year.

LIVESTOCK  SLAUGHTER 

Commercial  slaughter  of  livestock  in  North  Carolina  during  July  1987  totaled  62.4  million  pounds,  live  weight,  up  1%  from  £ 
year  ago.  Hog  slaughter  at  50.8  million  pounds,  was  up  7%  from  a  year  ago.  Cattle  slaughter  totaled  11.6  million  pounds,  down  20% 
Calf  slaughter,  at  39,000  pounds  decreased  51%.  The  average  live  weight  per  head  was  cattle  968  pounds,  calves  274  pounds,  hogs 
234  pounds,  sheep  and  lambs  81  pounds. 

Commercial  red  meat  production  in  North  Carolina  during  July  1987  totaled  42.4  million  pounds,  dress  weight,  up  3%  from  i 
year  earlier.  Commercial  red  meat  production  for  the  United  States  in  July  1987  totaled  3.16  billion  pounds,  dress  weight,  down  4% 
from  July  1986.  January-July  red  meat  production,  at  21.9  billion  pounds,  dress  weight,  was  down  4%  from  last  year.  Commercia 
red  meat  production  includes  slaughter  in  federally  inspected  and  other  plants,  but  excludes  animals  slaughtered  on  farms. 

In  comparing  July  1987  with  July  1986,  beef  production,  at  2.02  billion  pounds,  dress  weight,  was  down  6%.  Head  kill  totalec 
3.10  million,  down  7%.  The  average  live  weight  increased  2  pounds  to  1,093.  Veal  production,  at  34  million  pounds,  dress  weight,  was 
down  24%.  Calf  slaughter  totaled  232,000  head,  was  down  23%,  and  the  average  live  weight  decreased  6  pounds  to  248.  Pork  produc 
tion,  at  1.08  billion  pounds,  dress  weight,  was  up  2%.  Hog  kill  totaled  6.19  million  head  and  was  up  1%.  The  average  live  weight  was 
unchanged  at  245.  Lamb  and  mutton  production,  at  25  million  pounds,  dress  weight,  was  down  4%.  Slaughter  totaled  426,000  head 
down  5%.  The  average  live  weight  increased  4  pounds  to  118.

NUMBER  OF  WORKERS  UNCHANGED  -  WAGES  UP 


During  the  week  of  July  12-18,  1987  there  were  3.47  million  people  working  on  farms  and  ranches  in  the  United  States.  This 
number  was  unchanged  from  July  1986.  The  workforce  was  comprised  of  1.35  million  self-employed  farm  operators,  587,000  unpaid 
workers,  and  1.27  million  workers  hired  directly  by  farm  operators.  Agricultural  service  employees  accounted  for  the  remaining 
258,000  workers. 

The  wage  rate  for  all  workers  hired  directly  by  farm  operators  was  $4.78  per  hour,  up  21  cents  from  July  last  year.  Workers 
paid  on  an  hourly  basis  earned  $4.59  per  hour  compared  with  $4.46  last  July.  Field  workers  received  an  average  of  $4.60  per  hour, 
up  21  cents  from  the  July  1986  week.  Livestock  workers  earned  $4.29  per  hour  compared  with  $4.15  a  year  earlier. 

During  the  July  survey  week,  self-employed  farm  operators  worked  an  average  of  47.1  hours,  0.2  hour  less  than  the  comparable 
week  in  1986.  Unpaid  workers  averaged  39.0  hours,  0.1  hour  less  than  last  year.  Hired  employees  worked  37.9  hours  compared  with 
37.0  hours  during  July  of  last  year. 

Benefits,  such  as  housing  and  meals,  were  provided  to  45  percent  of  the  hired  workers  during  the  July  1987  survey  week.  Data 
from  the  1986  farm  costs  and  returns  survey  showed  that  the  value  of  perquisites  including  insurance  and  retirement  benefits, 
FICA  &  other  compensation  taxes,  housing,  and  other  non-cash  benefits  represented  14  percent  of  the  total  farm  and  ranch  labor 
expenditures.

Milk  production  in  North  Carolina  during 
July  1987  totaled  124  million  pounds,  down  7% 
from  a  year  earlier.  The  number  of  milk  cows 
on  Tar  Heel  farms  was  estimated  at  112,000, 
down  8,000  from  a  year  ago.  The  average  milk 
per  cows,  at  1,110  was  unchanged  from  July 
1987.

CATTLE  ON  FEED  IN  7  STATES  UP 

Cattle  and  calves  on  feed  August  1  for 
slaughter  market  in  the  7  states  preparing 
monthly  estimates  totaled  6.69  million  head, 
up  6%  from  a  year  ago  and  4%  above  August 
1,  1985.  Marketings  of  fed  cattle  during 
July  totaled  1.69  million  head,  slightly  above 
last  year  and  1%  above  July  two  years  ago. 
This  is  the  greatest  number  marketed  dur- 
ing July  since  7  states  estimates  were  begun 
in  1972. 

Placements  of  cattle  and  calves  on  feed 
in  the  7  states  during  July  totaled  1.26  mil- 
lion, down  18%  from  last  year  but  17%  above 
July  1985.  Net  placements  for  July,  of  1.19 
million,  are  20%  below  last  year  but  17% 
above  July  two  years  ago.  Other  disappear- 
ance totaled  74,000  head,  compared  with 
64,000  during  July  1986  and  61,000  during 
July  1985. 
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GENERAL  SITUATION 

August  temperatures  were  above-normal  and  precipitation  was  spotty  throughout  the  State.  Some  heavy  rains  occurred,  but 
they  were  very  localized.  As  a  result  of  high  temperatures  and  varied  precipitation,  by  August  30,  soil  moisture  supplies  were  rated 
37%  very  short,  37%  short,  25%  adequate  and  1%  surplus,  statewide.  Days  suitable  for  fieldwork  averaged  6.1  per  week  during  the 
month.  The  major  farm  activities  during  the  month  centered  around  tobacco.  Other  farm  activities  included  harvesting  hay  and 
corn  silage,  spraying  crops  to  control  insects  and  preparing  for  fall  plantings. 

Flue-cured  tobacco  harvest  reached  57%  completion  by  August  30,  ahead  of  last  year's  50%,  but  behind  the  average  of  65%. 
Burley  tobacco  harvest  was  at  15%  completed,  compared  with  18%  in  1986  and  the  13%  average. 

By  August  30,  96%  of  the  corn  crop  had  reached  the  soft  dough  stage,  89%  had  dented  and  68%  was  mature.  Corn  for  silage 
harvest  was  reported  as  61%  completed,  behind  last  year's  65%,  but  ahead  of  the  49%  average.  Combining  of  corn  for  grain  was  just 
getting  underway  at  8%  completed,  behind  the  9%  reported  for  both  1986  and  the  average.  During  the  month  of  August,  soybeans 
were  in  mostly  fair  condition.  Soybean  condition  was  rated  4%  very  poor,  17%  poor,  52%  fair  and  27%  good  as  of  August  30.  At  this 
same  date,  85%  of  the  crop  had  flowered  and  60%  had  set  pods. 

During  August,  spraying  for  insect  control  in  peanut  fields  was  very  active.  The  peanut  crop  was  rated  4%  poor,  42%  fair  and 
54%  good  by  month's  end.  The  cotton  crop  continued  to  be  in  mostly  fair  to  good  condition.  As  of  August  30,  35%  of  the  acreage  had 
open  bolls,  compared  with  23%  in  1986  and  22%  on  the  average.

BURLEY  PRODUCTION  UP 

The  Burley  tobacco  crop  in  North  Carolina  is  forecast  at 
17.85  million  pounds,  24%  above  last  year's  14.44  million 
pounds.  Yield  for  the  1987  crop  is  set  at  2,100  pounds,  the  same 
as  the  August  1  forecast  and  up  200  pounds  from  the  1986 
crop.  Harvested  acres  are  estimated  at  8,500,  up  900  acres 
from  1986. 


FLUE-CURED  PROSPECTS  DECREASE 

Flue-cured  tobacco  production  in  North  Carolina  is  forecast 
at  440.1  million  pounds.  2%  more  than  last  season  but  down  4% 
from  the  August  1  forecast.  Expected  yield  is  now  set  at  2,038 
pounds  per  acre,  down  93  pounds  from  August  1  and  41 
pounds  below  1986.  Area  for  harvest  is  set  at  216,000  acres,  the 
same  as  the  August  1  forecast,  but  9,000  acres  more  than  last 
year. 


US  ALL  TOBACCO 
PRODUCTION  UP  6% 

All  tobacco  production  is  forecast  at  1.23  billion  pounds, 
6%  above  last  year  but  3%  below  the  August  1  forecast.  Of  the 
16  producing  states,  prospective  production  declined  from 
August  1  in  7  and  was  unchanged  in  the  remainder.  Compared 
with  a  year  ago,  the  area  to  be  harvested,  at  602  thousand 
acres,  is  up  3%.  The  expected  average  yield  of  2,047  pounds  per 
acre  compares  with  1,998  pounds  in  1986.

SUMMER  POTATOES  UNCHANGED 

Summer  potato  production  in  North  Carolina  is  expected 
to  total  209,000  cwt.,  unchanged  from  both  the  August  1  fore- 
cast and  the  1986  crop.  Yield  per  acre  at  110  cwt.  and  area 
harvested  at  1.9  thousand  acres  were  also  unchanged  from 
August  1  and  1986. 

U.S.  summer  potato  production  is  forecast  at  22.9  million 
cwt.,  up  9%  from  last  year  but  1%  below  the  August  1  forecast. 
Harvest  area  is  set  at  99.3  thousand  acres,  up  4%  from  last 
year  but  13%  below  the  large  1985  acreage.  The  average  yield 
is  projected  at  231  cwt.  per  acre,  11  cwt.  above  last  year,  but 
13  cwt.  below  1985. 


PEANUT  STOCKS 


N.C.  CORN  PRODUCTION 


Peanut  stocks  in  commercial  storage  on  July  31,  1987, 
totaled  1.00  billion  pounds  of  equivalent  farmer  stock.  This 
total  includes  25.9  million  pounds  of  actual  farmer  stock. 

Shelled  peanuts  on  hand  totaled  934  million  pounds  of 
equivalent  farmer  stock.  Roasting  stock  totaled  39.9  million 
pounds.  There  were  no  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  un- 
committed stocks  on  hand  as  of  July  31. 

Shelled  peanut  stocks  on  July  31,  1987,  totaled  702  million 
pounds  of  which  681  million  pounds  were  edible  grades  and 
21.3  million  pounds  were  oil  stocks.  Edible  grade  stocks  by 
type  were:  Virginias,  103  million  pounds;  Runners,  513  million 
pounds;  and  Spanish,  64.9  million  pounds. 


SOYBEANS  DROP  LOWER 

The  September  1  forecast  for  North  Carolina's  soybean 
production  is  31.2  million  bushels,  19%  below  the  1986  produc- 
tion and  10%  below  the  August  1  forecast.  The  crop  did  not 
progress  well  because  of  continued  hot,  dry  weather  conditions. 
Expected  yield  is  forecast  at  24  bushels  per  acre,  equal  to  last 
season's  yield,  but  down  1  bushel  from  the  August  1  forecast. 
Area  for  harvest  is  set  at  1,300,000  acres,  down  6%  from  the 
August  1  forecast  and  19%  below  last  year. 

U.S.  soybean  production  is  forecast  at  1.96  billion  bushels, 
down  2%  from  both  the  August  1  forecast  and  the  1986  produc- 
tion level.  Yield  per  acre  at  34  bushels,  is  down  .7  of  a  bushel 
from  August  1  and  .1  of  a  bushel  below  the  record  high  of  34.1 
set  in  1985.  If  realized,  this  will  be  the  second  highest  yield  of 
record. 


North  Carolina's  corn  for  grain  production  is  forecast  at 
85.4  million  bushels,  7%  below  the  August  1  forecast  and  9% 
less  than  the  1986  drought  -  stricken  crop.  Area  for  harvest  is 
set  at  1.22  million  acres,  the  same  as  the  August  1  forecast,  but 
down  10%  from  the  1986  crop.  The  expected  yield  per  acre,  at 
70  bushels  is  5  bushels  below  the  earlier  forecast  and  only  1 
bushel  above  last  year's  drought  reduced  yield. 

U.S.  corn  for  grain  production  is  forecast  at  7.14  billion 
bushels,  down  13%  from  last  year's  crop  and  down  1%  from  the 
August  1  forecast.  Crop  development  continued  well  ahead  of 
normal.  Rains  through  the  corn  belt  and  cooler  temperatures 
slowed  maturity  slightly,  but  were  beneficial  to  late  planted 
fields.  The  U.S.  average  yield  per  acre  is  forecast  at  a  record 
high  119.9  bushels,  up  .6  from  the  previous  record  high  set  in 
1986,  but  down  1.5  bushels  from  the  August  1  forecast. 


N.C.  PECAN  PRODUCTION  DOWN 

The  1987  pecan  forecast  for  North  Carolina  is  3.0  million 
pounds,  down  25%  from  last  year's  production,  however,  three 
times  as  large  as  the  freeze  -  reduced  crop  of  1985.  Of  the  total 
crop,  improved  varieties  are  at  1.4  million  pounds  and  native 
and  seedling  types  at  1.6  million  pounds. 

The  first  forecast  for  the  U.S.  all  pecan  crop  is  278  million 
pounds,  in-shell  basis,  2%  higher  than  last  year's  production 
and  14%  above  the  1985  crop.

PRICES  RECEIVED  INDEX 

The  August  1987  "All  Farm  Products" 
index  of  prices  received  by  North  Carolina 
farmers  at  210%  of  its  1967  base  weas  down 

4  points  from  July.  Contributing  most  to  the 
decline  were  lower  prices  for  corsn,  soy- 
beans, hogs,  and  turkeys.  The  index  was  17 
points  below  a  year  ago. 

The  August  1987  "All  Crops"  index,  at 
210,  was  down  6  points  from  the  previous 
month  but  3  points  above  a  year  ago. 

The  "Livestock  and  Livestock  Products" 
index  for  August  was  211,  up  one  point 
from  July  but  51  points  below  the  previous 
year. 

The  index  of  meat  animals  for  August, 
at  291  was  down  4  points  from  the  previous 
month  and  5  points  above  a  year  ago.  The 
poultry  index,  at  165,  was  up  2  points  from 
a  month  ago  but  99  points  below  the  pre- 
vious yeara.  The  dairy  index,  at  228,  was  up 

5  points  from  the  previous  month  and  8 
points  above  a  year  ago.

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PEANUT  PRODUCTION  DOWN 

Peanut  production  in  the  Tar  Heel  State  is  forecast  at 
392.2  million  pounds,  5%  below  the  August  1  forecast  and  11% 
below  the  1986  production.  The  yield  per  acre  is  expected  to 
average  2,650  pounds,  150  pounds  less  than  August  1  and  430 
pounds  less  than  in  1986.  Area  for  harvest  remains  the  same  as 
our  August  1  forecast  at  148,000  acres. 

U.S.  peanut  production  is  forecast  at  3.9  billion  pounds,  up 
5%  from  last  year  but  down  6%  from  the  August  1  forecast. 
Harvested  area  is  estimated  at  1.52  million  acres,  down  1% 
from  1986.  Yield  is  expected  to  average  2,572  pounds  per  acre, 
up  165  pounds  from  1986,  but  238  pounds  below  1985.

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HOG  INVENTORY  UP 

All  hogs  and  pigs  on  North  Carolina  farms  September  1,  1987,  totaled  2,550,000  head,  11%  above  September  1  of  last  year.  This 
increase  in  total  inventory  was  the  result  of  an  11%  increase  in  market  hogs  which  totaled  2,230,000  head.  Breeding  stock  at  320,000 
head  is  up  10%  from  the  previous  year.  North  Carolina  ranks  seventh  nationally  in  the  total  number  of  hogs  and  pigs. 

The  State's  pig  crop  during  the  June-August  period  totaled  1,080,000  head,  10%  more  than  the  same  months  last  year.  These 
pigs  were  produced  by  135,000  sows  for  an  average  of  8.0  pigs  saved  per  litter. 

North  Carolina  producers  intend  to  farrow  265,000  sows  during  the  next  6  months  —  September  1987-February  1988  —  up  8% 
from  the  same  period  a  year  ago. 

Hogs  and  pigs  on  farms  September  1,  1987,  in  the  10  Quarterly  States  are  estimated  at  42.8  million  head,  up  9%  from  a  year 
ago.  Breeding  inventory  at  5.30  million  head  is  9%  more  than  a  year  ago.  Market  hogs  totaled  37.5  million  head,  9%  more  than  last 
year.  Total  inventory  and  market  hogs  are  both  at  the  largest  September  level  since  1984. 

The  June  through  August  pig  crop  was  17.5  million  head,  11%  above  last  year.  Pigs  saved  per  litter  average  7.75  compared  with 
7.79  last  year. 

Producers  intend  to  have  2.31  million  sows  farrow  during  the  September-November  period,  an  increase  of  7%  from  actual 
farrowings  during  the  same  period  in  1986.  December  1987  through  February  1988  farrowings  are  expected  to  total  2.11  million 
sows— 8%  more  than  this  period  last  year. 

Estimates  for  the  10  Quarterly  States  usually  account  for  about  78%  of  the  total  U.S.  inventory.

Old  crop  corn  stored  in  all  positions  in  North  Carolina  on  September  1,  1987,  totaled  32.3  million  bushels,  up  29%  from  a  year 
earlier.  Of  the  total,  10.5  million  bushels  were  stored  on  farms  compared  with  10.0  million  a  year  ago.  Off-farm  storage  facilities 
held  21.8  million  bushels  compared  with  15.1  million  bushels  a  year  earlier. 

Old  crop  soybeans  stored  in  all  positions  in  North  Carolina  totaled  3.6  million  bushels  compared  with  2.5  million  on  September 
1,  1986.  Of  the  total,  600,000  bushels  were  on  farms  compared  with  780,000  bushels  a  year  ago.  Off-farm  storage  accounted  for  3.0 
million  bushels  compared  with  1.75  million  a  year  earlier.

AUGUST  EGG  PRODUCTION 

The  laying  flocks  in  North  Carolina 
produced  290  million  eggs  during  August 
1987,  up  1%  from  a  year  earlier.  Production 
consisted  of  177  million  table  eggs  and  113 
million  hatching  eggs  compared  with  178 
and  109  million  a  year  ago.  The  average 
number  of  layers  on  hand  during  August 
was  14.7  million,  up  2%  from  a  year  earlier 
and  consisted  of  8.4  million  for  table  eggs 
and  6.3  million  for  hatching. 

Laying  flocks  in  the  20  major  states 
produced  4.80  billion  eggs  during  August 
including  4.20  billion  table  or  commercial 
type  eggs  and  599  million  hatching  eggs. 
August  egg  production  per  100  layers  for 
the  total  laying  flock  was  2,076  eggs  com- 
pared with  2,093  for  1986.

AUGUST  LIVESTOCK  SLAUGHTER 


Commercial  slaughter  of  livestock  in  North  Carolina  during  August  1987  totaled  61.2  million  pounds,  live  weight,  up  4%  from  a 
year  ago.  Hog  slaughter  at  49.7  million  pounds,  was  up  8%  from  a  year  ago.  Cattle  slaughter  totaled  11.5  million  pounds,  down  9%. 
Calf  slaughter,  at  38,000  pounds  decreased  62%.  The  average  live  weight  per  head  was  cattle  964  pounds,  calves  275  pounds,  hogs 
233  pounds,  sheep  and  lambs  85  pounds. 

Commercial  red  meat  production  in  North  Carolina  during  August  1987  totaled  41.6  million  pounds,  dress  weight,  up  6%  from  a 
year  earlier.  Commercial  red  meat  production  for  the  United  States  in  August  1987  totaled  3.13  billion  pounds,  dress  weight,  down 
1%  from  August  1986.  January- August  red  meat  production,  at  25.0  billion  pounds,  dress  weight,  was  down  4%  from  last  year. 
Commercial  red  meat  production  includes  slaughter  in  federally  inspected  and  other  plants,  but  excludes  animals  slaughtered  on 
farms. 

In  comparing  August  1987  with  August  1986,  beef  production,  at  2.01  billion  pounds,  dress  weight,  was  down  3%.  Head  kill 
totaled  3.05  million,  down  5%.  The  average  live  weight  increased  9  pounds  to  1,100.  Veal  production,  at  30  million  pounds,  dress 
weight,  was  down  27%.  Calf  slaughter  totaled  214,000  head,  was  down  23%,  and  the  average  live  weight  decreased  10  pounds  to  239. 
Pork  production,  at  1.07  billion  pounds,  dress  weight,  was  up  4%.  Hog  kill  totaled  6.18  million  head,  up  3%.  The  average  live  weight 
was  up  1  pound  to  244.  Lamb  and  mutton  production,  at  24  million  pounds,  dress  weight,  was  down  4%.  Slaughter  totaled  416,000 
head,  down  6%.  The  average  live  weight  increased  3  pounds  to  117.

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AUGUST  MILK  PRODUCTION 


Milk  production  in  North  Carolina  during 
August  1987  totaled  123  million  pounds,  down 
7%  from  a  year  earlier.  The  number  of  milk 
cows  on  Tar  Heel  farms  was  estimated  at 
112,000,  down  7,000  from  a  year  ago.  The 
average  milk  per  cow  at  1,100  pounds  was 
down  10  pounds  from  August  1986. 

Milk  production  in  the  21  selected  states 
totaled  10.3  billion  pounds.  This  was  1%  more 
than  production  in  these  same  states  for  August 
1986. 

Production  per  cow  in  the  21  selected  states 
averaged  1,171  pounds  during  August,  38 
pounds  above  August  1986. 

Milk  cows  in  the  21  states  averaged  8.77 
million  head,  2%  less  than  August  last  year  and 
were  virtually  unchanged  from  the  previous 
month.

SEPTEMBER  1 

Nationally,  turkey  eggs  in  incubators 
on  September  1,  1987  totaled  21.1  million, 
20%  above  the  17.6  million  a  year  earlier. 

The  20.0  million  poults  placed  during 
August  1987  in  the  United  States  were  22% 
above  the  placements  during  the  same  month 
a  year  ago.

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GENERAL  SITUATION 

Warm  temperatures  and  wide  spread  precipitation  characterized  the  month  of  September.  Soil  moisture  improved  dramatically 
during  the  month.  The  rains  came  too  late  to  benefit  the  drought  stricken  corn  crop  but  soybeans,  peanuts,  sweet  potatoes  and  other 
later  maturing  crops  should  benefit  from  the  improved  soil  moisture  supplies. 

Field  activities  were  hampered  by  the  wet  conditions  during  the  month.  Major  activities  during  September  included  combining 
corn  harvesting  tobacco,  hay,  sweet  potatoes,  apples,  grapes,  sorghum  grain,  marketing  tobacco  and  land  preparation  and  seeding  of 
small  grain  crops. 

By  October  4,  corn  combining  reached  57%  completion  comparead  with  75%  a  year  earlier  and  the  average  of  73%.  Cotton  picking 
reached  14%  completion,  ahead  of  the  10%  a  year  ago  but  same  as  the  five-year  average.  About  15%  of  the  peanuts  have  been  dug  well 
behind  the  49%  a  year  earlier  and  the  38%  average  for  this  date.  Sorghum  grain  harvest  was  48%  completed,  ahead  of  40%  a  year  ago 
and  the  average  of  44%.  Flue-cured  harvest  was  91%  completed  compared  with  91%  a  year  earlier  and  the  average  of  96%.  Sweet  potato 
harvest  is  32%  finished.  This  compares  with  31%  last  year  and  the  average  of  37%.  Apple  harvest  wsa  70%  completed  about  the  same  as 
both  last  year  and  the  average. 

N.C.  CORN  FORECAST  DOWN  7% 

North  Carolina's  corn  production  estimate  decreased  7%  from  the  September  1  forecast  of  85.4  million  bushels,  to  the  present 
forecast  at  79.3  million  bushels.  The  estimate  is  15%  below  last  year's  production.  Needed  rains  hampered  harvest  progress,  but  did 
not  provide  moisture  early  enough  to  improve  corn  prospects.  As  harvest  progressed,  farmers  realized  that  the  yields  would  not  be  as 
high  as  originally  thought.  Yield  per  acre  is  now  set  at  65.0  bushels,  5  bushels  less  than  the  September  1  forecast,  and  4  bushels 
below  last  season's  yield.  Area  harvested  for  grain  is  set  at  1,220,000  acres,  down  10%  from  last  year. 

U.S.  production  of  corn  for  grain  is  forecast  at  7.14  billion  bushels,  down  13%  from  last  year  and  virtually  unchanged  from  the 
September  1  forecast. 

The  U.S.  average  yield  is  forecast  at  a  record  high  119.9  bushels  per  acre,  up  0.6  of  a  bushel  from  the  previous  record  set  last 
year. 

The  crop  progress  ran  ahead  of  normal  the  entire  season.  Excellent  harvesting  weather  has  continued  the  trend.  By  October  4, 
about  40%  of  the  crop  was  harvested  in  the  17  major  producing  states.  This  compares  with  17%  last  year  and  19%  average.  A  hail 
storm  that  crossed  Iowa  during  mid-September  caused  minimal  damage  to  an  already  mature  corn  crop. 

COTTON  PROSPECTS  UNCHANGED 

The  North  Carolina  cotton  crop  is  forecast  at  110,000  bales,  unchanged  from  the  previous  month's  forecast  and  only  1,000  bales 
more  than  last  year.  A  decrease  in  yield  per  acre  was  offset  by  more  acres  for  harvest  this  season.  The  expected  yield  per  acre  is  562 
pounds,  down  from  646  pounds  in  1986.  Area  for  harvest  is  estimated  at  94,000  acres  compared  with  81,000  last  season.  About  14% 
of  the  crop  had  been  harvested  by  October  4. 

All  cotton  production  in  the  U.S.  is  forecast  at  13.3  million  bales,  37%  above  the  1986  crop  and  4%  above  the  September  1 
forecast.  The  upland  production  forecast  is  for  13.1  million  bales  and  American-Pima  production  is  expected  to  total  a  record  high 
228  thousand  bales.  Total  area  for  harvest  is  estimated  at  10.0  million  acres,  up  18%  from  last  year  and  unchanged  from  September 
L  Yields  are  expected  to  average  a  record  high  640  pounds  per  harvested  acre,  up  88  pounds  per  acre  from  1986  and  10  pounds  per 
acre  above  the  previous  record  high  established  in  1985. 

FLUE-CURED  UP  SLIGHTLY 

Flue-cured  tobacco  production  in  North  Carolina  is  forecast  at  445.7  million  pounds,  1%  more  than  the  previous  forecast  and  4% 
more  than  last  year's  production  of  430.4  million  pounds.  The  yield  per  acre  is  expected  to  average  2,064  pounds,  15  pounds  less  than 
last  season.  Area  for  harvest  is  estimated  at  216,000  acres,  4%  more  than  last  year. 

U.S.  flue-cured  production  is  expected  to  total  683  million  pounds,  6%  more  than  1986  production.  Yield  per  acre  is  expected  to 
average  2,099  pounds,  8  pounds  above  last  year.  Acres  for  harvest  are  above  year  ago  levels  in  all  states. 

North  Carolina's  flue-cured  harvest  was  91%  complete  on  October  4,  the  same  as  on  the  comparable  data  a  year  ago.  Marketings 
are  behind  a  year  earlier  in  the  Eastern  and  Old  and  Middle  Belts  because  of  a  later  starting  date.  South  Carolina's  harvest  was 
virtually  complete  by  mid-September.

SOYBEANS  UNCHANGED 


The  October  1  soybean  production  forecast,  at  31,200,000  bushels  is  unchanged  from  last  month's  forecast,  but  15%  lower  than 
last  year  s  production  of  36  720,000  bushels.  Yield  is  forecast  at  24.0  bushels  per  acre,  unchanged  from  October  1  forecast  and  the 
same  as  last  year.  Area  for  harvest  is  set  at  1,300,000  acres  compared  to  1,530,000  acres  harvested  last  year 

U.S.  production  is  forecast  at  1.97  billion  bushels,  up  1%  from  both  the  September  1  forecast  and  last  year.  Yield  is  forecast  at 
34.2  bushels  per  acre,  up  0.2  of  a  bushel  from  September  1,  and  0.9  of  a  bushel  more  than  1986.  If  realized,  this  will  be  the  highest 
yield  of  record,  slightly  more  than  the  1985  yield  of  34.1  bushels  per  acre.  ' 

Growing  conditions  were  generally  good  west  of  the  Mississippi  River  during  September.  Arkansas,  Iowa,  Minnesota  Missouri 
and  Nebraska  showed  increases  in  yield  from  September  1.  Yield  increases  were  also  recorded  in  South  Carolina  and  Virginia  as 
rain  helped  improve  the  condition  of  late  maturing  soybeans. 


APPLE  PROSPECTS  GOOD 

Apple  production  in  North  Carolina  is  forecast  at  400  million  pounds,  the  same  as  the  previous  forecast  and  the  third  highest  of 
record.  The  expected  production  is  more  than  triple  last  year's  freeze  reduced  crop.  As  of  October  4,  apple  harvest  was  70% 
completed,  about  the  same  as  both  last  year  and  the  average. 

The  final  forecast  of  the  1987  U.S.  apple  crop  places  production  at  9.61  billion  pounds,  down  1%  from  the  August  1  forecast  of 
9.69  billion  pounds  but  22%  more  than  last  year's  production. 

Eastern  states  expect  3.17  billion  pounds,  down  6%  from  August  1  but  8%  above  a  year  ago. 


N.C.  BURLEY  PROSPECTS  DECREASE 

The  Burley  tobacco  crop  in  North  Carolina  is  forecast  at  17.0  million  pounds,  5%  less  than  the  month  earlier  forecast  but  18% 
more  than  last  year.  The  yield  per  acre  is  expected  to  average  2,000  pounds,  100  pound  more  than  the  1986  average.  Acres  for 
harvest  are  estimated  at  8,500,  up  12%  from  last  year. 

U.S.  burley  output  is  expected  to  reach  467  million  pounds,  up  14%  from  1986.  The  higher  production  is  the  combined  result  of  a 
7%  increase  in  acreage  and  higher  yields.  The  yield  is  forecast  to  average  2,071  pounds  per  acre,  135  pounds  above  the  previous 
year's  average.

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PEANUT  CROP  DOWN  11% 

Peanut  production  in  North  Carolina  is  forecast  at  392 
million  pounds,  unchanged  from  the  previous  forecast  but  11% 
less  than  the  1986  crop  of  440  million  pounds.  The  average 
yield  per  acre  is  forecast  at  2,650  pounds,  430  pounds  less  than 
last  year's  average  of  3,080  pounds.  Acreage  for  harvest  is 
estimated  at  148,000  acres,  4%  more  than  last  season. 

U.S  peanut  production  is  forecast  at  3.70  billion  pounds, 
slightly  below  last  year  and  down  5%  from  the  September  1 
forecast.  Harvested  area  is  estimated  at  1.52  million  acres, 
down  1%  from  1986.  Yield  is  expected  to  average  2,438  pounds 
per  acre,  31  pounds  above  last  year  but  134  pounds  below  the 
September  1  forecast. 

The  Virginia-North  Carolina  crop  is  forecast  at  617  mil- 
lion pounds,  14%  below  1986.  Area  for  harvest  is  expected  to 
total  236  thousand  acres,  2%  above  last  year.  Harvest  is  late 
and  just  getting  underway.

PEANUT  STOCKS 

U.S.  peanut  stocks  in  commercial  storage  on  August  31, 
1987,  totaled  720  million  pounds  of  equivalent  farmer  stock. 
This  total  includes  813  thousand  pounds  of  actual  farmer  stock. 

Shelled  peanuts  on  hand  totaled  694  million  pounds  of  1 
equivalent  farmer  stock.  Roasting  stock  totaled  25.2  million 
pounds.  There  were  no  Commodity  Credit  Corporation 
uncommitted  stock  on  hand  as  of  August  31. 

Shelled  peanut  stocks  on  August  31,  1987,  totaled  522  mil- 
lion pounds  of  which  514  million  pounds  were  edible  grades 
and  7.44  million  pounds  were  oil  stocks.  Edible  grade  stocks  by 
type  were:  Virginias,  80.8  million  pounds;  Runners,  381  mil- 
lion pounds;  and  Spanish,  52.3  million  pounds. 


PRICES  RECEIVED 
BY  FARMERS 
FOR  SELECTED  COMMODITIES 

The  average  price  received  for 
all  tobacco  by  North  Carolina  farm- 
ers in  September  1987  was  $1,635 
per  pound,  up  20.0  cents  from  a 
month  earlier.  Corn  at  $1.82  per 
bushel  was  up  3  cents  and  soybeans 
at  $5.20  per  bushel  increased  6  cents. 

Prices  received  for  "All  Hogs" 
in  September  at  $52.70  per  hundred- 
weight decreased  $4.90  from  August 
and  was  down  $5.40  from  a  year 
ago.  Commercial  broilers  at  26.0 
cents  per  pound  were  one  cent  below 
the  previous  month.  Table  eggs  at 
48.8  cents  per  dozen  were  up  10.8 
cents  from  a  month  earlier  while 
turkeys  at  32.0  cents  per  pound 
remained  unchanged. 

All  milk  at  $14.70  per  hundred- 
weight was  up  30  cents  from  the 
previous  month  and  10  cents  above 
a  year  ago.  Apples  at  14.6  cents  per 
pound  were  8.2  cents  below  the 
previous  year. 


/*  NORTH  CAROLINA 
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EGG  PRODUCTION  AND 
LAYER  NUMBERS 

The  laying  flocks  in  North  Carolina 
produced  275  million  eggs  during  September 
1987,  down  3%  from  a  year  earlier.  Produc- 
tion consisted  of  171  million  table  eggs  and 
104  million  hatching  eggs  compared  with 
178  and  106  million,  respectively,  a  year 
ago.  The  average  number  of  layers  on  hand 
during  September  was  14.3  million,  down 
1%  from  a  year  earlier  and  consisted  of  8.5 
million  for  table  eggs  and  5.8  million  for 
hatching. 

Laying  flocks  in  the  Nation's  20  major 
egg  producing  states  produced  4.72  billion 
eggs  during  September  1987,  up  2%  from 
the  4.64  billion  produced  a  year  ago.  Pro- 
duction included  4.14  billion  table  or  com- 
mercial type  eggs  and  578  million  hatching 
eggs.  The  number  of  layers  producing  table 
and  hatching  eggs  during  September  aver- 
aged 233  million,  compared  with  229  mil- 
lion a  year  ago.  Egg  production  per  100 
layers  for  the  total  laying  flock  was  2,020 
eggs,  compared  with  2,028  for  1986. 

All  layers  on  October  1,  1987  in  the  20 
states  totaled  235  million,  2%  above  the  230 
million  a  year  earlier.  The  235  million  lay- 
ers consisted  of  204  million  for  table  or 
commercial  type  eggs  and  31.5  million  for 
hatching  eggs.  Rate  of  lay  on  October  1, 
1987  for  all  layers  averaged  67.6  eggs  per 
100  layers,  compared  with  67.1  a  year  ago.

BROILER  HATCH  UP 


U.S.  egg-type  chicks  hatched  during  September  totaled 
32.5  million,  virtually  unchanged  from  last  year.  Eggs  in 
incubators  totaled  31.3  million  on  October  1,  1987,  up  9% 
from  a  year  ago. 

Domestic  placements  of  egg-type  pullet  chicks  for 
hatchery  supply  flocks  by  leading  primary  breeders  totaled 
233  thousand  during  September  1987,  a  decrease  of  2% 
from  September  1986. 


Nationally,  the  September  1987  hatch  of  broiler-type 
chicks,  at  431  million,  was  7%  above  September  last  year. 
There  were  363  million  eggs  in  incubators  on  October  1,  up 
4%  from  a  year  earlier. 

Leading  primary  breeders  placed  3.46  million  broiler- 
type  pullet  chicks  in  domestic  hatchery  supply  flocks  dur- 
ing September  1987,  a  decrease  of  4%  from  September 
1986. 

North  Carolina  commercial  hatcheries  produced  39.3 
million  broiler  chicks  during  September  1987,  up  4%  from 
a  year  earlier.

SEPTEMBER  MILK  PRODUCTION 

Milk  production  in  North  Carolina  during 
September  1987  totaled  118  million  pounds, 
down  9%  from  a  year  earlier.  The  number  of 
milk  cows  on  Tar  Heel  farms  was  estimated  at 
108,000  head,  down  10,000  from  a  year  ago. 
The  average  milk  per  cow  at  1,090  pounds  was 
down  5  pounds  from  September  1986. 

Milk  production  in  the  21  selected  states 
totaled  9.89  billion  pounds,  2%  more  than  pro- 
duction in  these  same  states  in  September  1986. 
Production  per  cow  in  the  21  selected  states 
averaged  1,127  pounds  for  September,  47  pounds 
more  than  September  last  year.  The  number  of 
cows  on  farms  in  the  21  states  was  8.78  million 
head,  3,000  more  than  August  and  175,000 
below  September  1986. 

Grain  and  other  concentrates  fed  to  milk 
cows  on  October  1,  1987,  averaged  16.5  pounds, 
0.5  pound  more  than  October  1,  1986.  The 
value  of  grain  and  other  concentrates  fed  to 
cows  on  October  1  averaged  $6.70  per  hun- 
dredweight, 9  cents  per  hundredweight  less 
than  the  October  1,  1986  value.

SEPTEMBER  LIVESTOCK  SLAUGHTER 

Commercial  slaughter  of  livestock  in  North  Carolina  during  September  1987  totaled  68.6  million  pounds,  live  weight,  up  7% 
from  a  year  ago.  Hog  slaughter  at  57.2  million  pounds,  was  up  10%  from  a  year  ago.  Cattle  slaughter  totaled  11.3  million  pounds, 
down  5%.  Calf  slaughter,  at  71,000  pounds  decreased  15%.  The  average  live  weight  per  head  was  cattle  953  pounds,  calves  270 
pounds,  hogs  234  pounds,  sheep  and  lambs  86  pounds. 

Commercial  red  meat  production  in  North  Carolina  during  September  1987  totaled  46.8  million  pounds,  dress  weight,  up  8% 
from  a  year  earlier.  Commercial  red  meat  production  for  the  United  States  in  September  1987  totaled  3.33  billion  pounds,  dress 
weight,  up  2%  from  September  1986.  January-September  red  meat  production,  at  28.3  billion  pounds,  dress  weight,  was  dov/n  3% 
from  last  year.  Commercial  red  meat  production  includes  slaughter  in  federally  inspected  and  other  plants,  but  excludes  animals 
slaughtered  on  farms. 

In  comparing  September  1987  with  September  1986,  beef  production,  at  2.04  billion  pounds,  dress  weight,  was  about  the  same 
as  last  year.  Head  kill  totaled  3.07  million,  down  2%.  The  average  live  weight  increased  12  pounds  to  1,114.  Veal  production,  at  36 
million  pounds,  dress  weight,  was  down  16%.  Calf  slaughter  totaled  243  thousand  head,  down  14%.  The  average  live  weight 
decreased  5  pounds  to  250.  Pork  production,  at  1.23  billion  pounds,  dress  weight,  was  up  8%.  Hog  kill  totaled  7.03  million  head,  up 
8%.  The  average  live  weight  was  up  1  pound  to  246.  Lamb  and  mutton  production,  at  28  million  pounds,  dress  weight,  was  down  7%. 
Slaughter  totaled  474  thousand  head,  down  7%.  The  average  live  weight  increased  4  pounds  to  120.

CATTLE  ON  FEED  UP  IN  13  QUARTERLY  STATES 

Cattle  and  calves  on  feed  October  1,  1987  for  slaughter  in  the  13  quarterly  states  totaled  8.99  million  head,  up  10%  from 
October  1  last  year  and  13%  above  1985. 

The  cattle  on  feed  inventory  included  5.90  million  steers  and  steer  calves,  14%  above  last  year  and  20%  above  1985.  This  group 
represented  66%  of  the  total  October  number  on  feed  compared  with  63%  in  1986.  Heifers  and  heifer  calves  accounted  for  3.06 
million,  up  2%  from  both  a  year  ago  and  1985. 

Placements  of  cattle  and  calves  on  feed  during  the  July-September  quarter  totaled  6.56  million,  up  3%  from  last  year  and  20% 
above  the  comparable  period  in  1985.  This  is  the  largest  third  quarter  placements  since  1978.  Other  disappearance  of  245  thousand 
head  leaves  net  placements  at  6.31  million. 

Marketing  of  fed  cattle  for  slaughter  during  July-September  totaled  5.99  million,  2%  more  than  a  year  ago  and  slightly  above 
1985. 

Cattle  feeders  expect  to  market  5.51  million  head  during  the  October-December  quarter  of  1987.  This  would  be  3%  more  than 
the  fourth  quarter  marketings  in  1986  and  6%  more  than  in  1985.

'  Cattle  and  calves  on  feed  are  animals  for  slaughter  market  being  fed  a  full  ration  of  grain  or 
other  concentrates  and  are  expected  to  produce  a  carcass  that  will  grade  good  or  better. 
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GENERAL  SITUATION 


October  was  the  coldest  on  record  throughout  most  of  the  State.  Frost  rushed  harvest  activities  statewide.  October  began  with  soil 
moisture  adequate  in  most  areas,  but  as  the  month  progressed,  soil  moisture  became  mostly  short  with  very  little  rain  during  the  middle 
of  the  month.  Soil  moisture  on  November  1  was  rated  7%  very  short,  56%  short,  35%  adequate  and  2%  surplus.  The  days  suitable  for 
fieldwork  averaged  6.1  per  week  during  the  month. 

Combining  of  corn  for  grain  reached  92%  completion,  compared  to  last  year's  91%  and  the  93%  average.  Soybean  harvest  was  21% 
completed  as  of  November  1,  ahead  of  both  last  year  and  the  average  of  18%.  The  cotton  crop  was  62%  picked,  also  ahead  of  last  year  and 
the  average  at  54%.  Sweet  potato  harvest  was  86%  completed,  ahead  of  both  79%  a  year  ago  and  82%  average.  Eighty-nine  percent  of 
North  Carolina's  peanut  crop  has  been  dug,  compared  to  98%  a  year  ago  and  90%  average  for  this  date.  Apple  harvest  reached  94% 
completion  during  the  month,  compared  to  96%  last  year  and  the  five  year  average  at  92%.  Harvest  of  the  sorghum  crop  progressed  to  79% 
completion,  ahead  of  the  previous  year  at  70%  and  the  average  at  74%.  Winter  wheat  seedings  were  37%  complete,  compared  to  43%  on  the 
average.  Oat  and  rye  seedings  were  slightly  behind  average.  Barley  seeding  was  69%  complete,  compared  to  57%  on  the  average  and  52% 
a  year  ago. 


N.C.  CORN  PRODUCTION  LOWER 

North  Carolina's  corn  production  is  forecast  at  75.6  million  bushels,  down  5%  from  the  October  1  forecast  and  19%  below  the 
1986  production.  Average  yield  per  acre  is  set  at  62  bushels,  3  bushels  less  than  the  October  1  forecast  and  7  bushels  below  last 
year's  yield.  Acreage  harvested  for  grain  is  estimated  at  1,220,000  acres. 

U.S.  corn  production  for  grain  is  forecast  at  7.17  billion  bushels,  down  13  percent  from  last  year's  crop  but  up  fractionally  from 
the  October  1  forecast.  The  U.S.  average  yield  per  acre  is  forecast  at  a  record  high  120.3  bushels,  up  0.4  of  a  bushel  from  the  October 
1  forecast.  The  previous  record  yield  was  119.3  bushels  set  in  1986.  Record  yields  are  forecast  for  Indiana,  Minnesota  and  Nebraska. 


SOYBEANS  UNCHANGED 

The  November  1  soybean  forecast  places  production  at  31.2  million  bushels,  same  as  forecast  earlier  but  15%  below  the  1986 
production.  Yield  is  forecast  at  24.0  bushels  per  acre,  same  as  the  October  1  forecast  and  last  year.  Area  for  harvest  is  estimated  at 
1,300,000  acres,  15%  below  a  year  earlier  but  unchanged  from  the  previous  forecast.  Estimated  acreage  for  harvest  is  the  lowest  on 
record  since  1976. 

U.S.  soybean  production  is  forecast  at  1.96  billion  bushels,  down  fractionally  from  October  1  but  1  percent  above  last  year. 
Yield,  at  34.1  bushels  per  acre,  is  down  0.1  of  a  bushel  from  October  1.  If  realized,  this  will  equal  the  record  yield  set  in  1985. 


FLUE-CURED  PRODUCTION  UP 

The  production  of  flue-cured  tobacco  in  North  Carolina  is 
forecast  at  448  million  pounds,  up  fractionally  from  the  October 
1  forecast  and  4%  above  last  year's  production.  The  yield  per 
acre  is  expected  to  average  2,065  pounds,  14  pounds  less  than 
1986  and  the  lowest  since  1983.  Area  for  harvest,  at  217,000 
acres,  is  revised  up  1,000  acres  from  last  month  and  is  10,000 
acres  more  than  the  record  low  acreage  last  year. 

U.S.  flue-cured  production  is  expected  to  reach  686  million 
pounds,  6  percent  more  than  last  year's  total.  Yield  per  acre  is 
expected  to  average  2,099  pounds,  8  pounds  above  last  year. 
Area  for  harvest  is  above  the  1986  level  in  all  states. 


BURLEY  PROSPECTS  LOWER 

The  North  Carolina  burley  tobacco  crop  is  forecast  at  16.2 
million  pounds,  5%  less  than  the  October  1  forecast  but  12% 
higher  than  in  1986.  Yield  for  the  1987  crop  is  set  at  1,900 
pounds  per  acre,  100  pounds  less  than  the  earlier  forecast  and 
the  same  as  last  year.  Harvested  acreage  is  estimated  at  8,500, 
unchanged  from  last  month  and  900  acres  more  than  in  1986.

PEANUT  FORECAST  UNCHANGED 

North  Carolina  peanut  production  is  forecast  at  392.2  million  pounds,  unchanged  from  the  October  1  forecast  but  11%  less  than 
in  1986.  Yield  per  acre  is  forecast  at  2,650  pounds,  also  unchanged  from  a  month  earlier  but  430  pounds  less  than  the  1986  yield. 
Area  for  harvest  is  set  at  148,000  acres,  5,000  acres  more  than  last  year. 

U.S.  peanut  production  is  forecast  at  3.58  billion  pounds,  3  percent  below  both  last  year  and  the  October  1  forecast.  Harvested 
area  is  estimated  at  1.52  million  acres,  down  1  percent  from  1986.  Yield  is  expected  to  average  2,359  pounds  per  acre,  48  pounds 
below  last  year  and  79  pounds  below  the  October  1  forecast.  The  Virginia-North  Carolina  crop  is  forecast  at  617  million  pounds,  14 
percent  below  last  year  and  unchanged  from  October  1.  Weather  conditions  generally  favored  peanut  harvest  for  the  area.  Some 
frost  damage  occurred  during  the  month. 


PEANUT  STOCKS 

Peanut  stocks  in  commercial  storage  on  September  30,  1987,  totaled  1.33  billion  pounds  of  equivalent  farmer  stock.  This  total 
includes  726  million  pounds  of  actual  farmer  stock. 

Shelled  peanuts  on  hand  totaled  587  million  pounds  of  equivalent  farmer  stock.  Roasting  stock  totaled  12.6  million  pounds  of 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation  uncommitted  stock  on  hand  as  of  September  30,  1987. 

Shelled  peanut  stocks  on  September  30,  1987,  totaled  441  million  pounds,  of  which  428  million  pounds  were  edible  grades  and 
12.9  million  pounds  were  oil  stocks.  Edible  grade  stocks  by  type  were:  Virginias,  53.8  million  pounds;  Runners,  332  million  pounds; 
and  Spanish,  42.3  million  pounds.

N  C.  COTTON  FORECAST  DOWN  9% 

The  forecast  for  cotton  production  in  North  Carolina  decreased  9%  from  a  month  earlier  and  is  now  set  at  100,000  bales.  This  is 
9,000  bales  below  last  year.  The  average  yield  per  acre,  at  511  pounds,  is  51  pounds  below  last  month's  forecast  and  135  pounds 
below  last  year.  Area  for  harvest  is  estimated  at  94,000  acres,  unchanged  from  the  previous  forecast  but  13,000  acres  above  a  year 
ago. 

U.S.  all  cotton  production  is  forecast  at  13.9  million  bales,  43%  above  the  1986  crop  and  4%  above  the  October  1  forecast.  The 
Upland  production  forecast  is  for  13.7  million  bales  and  American-Pima  production  is  expected  to  total  a  record  high  238  thousand 
bales.  Upland  production  is  the  highest  since  1981  when  15.6  million  bales  were  produced.  Total  area  for  harvest  is  estimated  at  9.96 
million  acres,  up  18  percent  from  last  year  but  fractionally  below  the  October  1  estimate.  Yields  are  expected  to  average  a  record 
high  671  pounds  per  harvested  acre,  up  119  pounds  per  acre  from  1986  and  41  pounds  per  acre  above  the  previous  record  high 
established  in  1985.  Producers  in  the  southeastern  states  are  expected  to  harvest  980  thousand  bales,  up  38  percent  from  last  year 
and  up  1  percent  from  October  1.

NORTH  CAROLINA  PRICES 
RECEIVED  INDEX 

The  October  1987  "All  Farm  Products" 
index  of  prices  received  by  North  Carolina 
farmers  at  217%  of  its  1967  base  was  down  5 
points  from  September.  Contributing  most 
to  the  decrease  were  lower  prices  for  soy- 
beans, hogs,  broilers,  turkeys,  and  eggs.  The 
index  was  7  points  below  a  year  ago. 

The  October  1987  "All  Crops"  index,  at 
233,  was  up  4  points  from  the  previous  month 
and  18  points  above  a  year  ago. 

The  "Livestock  and  Livestock  Products" 
index  for  October  was  189,  down  21  points 
from  the  previous  month  and  50  points  below 
the  previous  year. 

The  index  of  meat  animals  for 
October,  at  246  was  down  25  points  from 
the  previous  month  and  10  points  below  a 
year  ago.  The  poultry  index,  at  143,  was 
down  29  points  from  a  month  ago.  The  dairy 
index,  at  239,  was  up  6  points  from  the  pre- 
vious month  and  5  points  above  a  year  ago. 
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PRICES  RECEIVED 
BY  FARMERS 
FOR  SELECTED  COMMODITIES 

The  average  price  received  for  all  tobacco  by  North  Carolina  farmers  in  October  1987  was  $1,665  per  pound,  up  3.0  cents  from  a  < 
month  earlier.  Corn  at  $1.93  per  pound  was  up  12  cents  while  soybeans  at  $5.15  per  bushel  decreased  6  cents.  Peanuts  at  29.1  cents 
per  pound  were  up  1.5  cents. 

Prices  received  for  "All  Hogs"  in  October  at  $45.50  per  hundredweight  decreased  $7.20  from  September  and  was  down  $7.70 
from  a  year  ago.  Commercial  broilers  at  21.0  cents  per  pound  dropped  5.0  cents  from  a  month  earlier.  Turkeys  at  29.0  cents  per 
pound  were  3.0  cents  below  the  previous  month.  Table  eggs  at  42.0  cents  per  dozen  were  down  6.8  cents  from  the  previous  month. 

All  milk  at  $15.30  per  hundredweight  was  up  40  cents  from  the  previous  month  and  30  cents  above  a  year  ago.  Apples  at  14.7 
cents  per  pound  were  up  slightly  from  the  previous  month  but  7.5  cents  below  a  year  earlier.

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OCTOBER  EGG  PRODUCTION 
AND  LAYER  NUMBERS 

The  laying  flocks  in  North  Caro- 
lina produced  267  million  eggs  during 
October  1987,  down  8%  from  a  year 
earlier.  Production  consisted  of  168 
million  table  eggs  and  99  million 
hatching  eggs  compared  with  182  and 
107  million,  respectively,  a  year  ago. 
The  average  number  of  layers  on  hand 
during  October  was  13.8  million,  down 
4%  from  a  year  earlier  and  consisted 
of  8.4  million  for  table  eggs  and  5.4 
million  for  hatching. 

Laying  flocks  in  the  Nation's  20 
major  egg  production  states  produced 
4.94  billion  eggs  during  October  1987, 
up  2%  from  the  4.84  billion  produced 
a  year  ago.  Production  included  4.35 
billion  table  or  commercial  type  eggs 
and  588  million  hatching  eggs.  The 
number  of  layers  producing  table  and 
hatching  eggs  during  October  aver- 
aged 236  million,  compared  with  2S2 
million  a  year  ago.  Egg  production 
per  100  layers  for  the  total  laying 
flock  was  2,098  eggs,  compared  with 
2,091  for  1986. 

All  layers  on  November  1,  1987 
in  the  20  states  totaled  236  million, 
1%  above  the  233  million  a  year  ear- 
lier. The  236  million  layers  consisted 
of  205  million  for  table  or  commercial 
type  eggs  and  31.1  million  for  hatch- 
ing eggs.  Rate  of  lay  on  November  1, 
1987  for  all  layers  averaged  67.6  eggs 
per  100  layers,  the  same  as  a  year 
ago. 


OCTOBER  MILK  PRODUCTION 

Milk  production  in  North  Caro- 
lina during  October  1987  totaled  124 
million  pounds,  down  6%  from  a  year 
earlier.  The  number  of  milk  cows  on 
Tar  Heel  farms  was  estimated  at 
108,000  head,  down  10,000  from  a  year 
ago.  The  average  milk  per  cow  at 
1,150  pounds  was  up  30  pounds  from 
October  1986. 

Nationally,  milk  production  in  the 
21  selected  states  totaled  10.0  billion 
pounds.  This  is  3%  above  production 
for  October  1986  in  these  same  states. 

Production  per  cow  in  the  21 
selected  states  averaged  1,144  pounds 
during  October,  54  pounds  above 
October  1986. 

Milk  cows  in  the  21  states  aver- 
aged 8.78  million  head,  2%  less  than 
October  1986  but  6,000  head  above 
September  1987.

BROILER  HATCH  UP 


EGG-TYPE  CHICKS  HATCHED  UP 


Nationally,  the  October  1987  hatch  of  broiler-type  chicks, 
at  439  million,  was  5%  above  October  last  year.  There  were 
351  million  eggs  in  incubators  on  November  1,  1987,  up  2% 
from  a  year  earlier. 

Leading  primary  breeders  placed  4.13  million  broiler- 
type  pullet  chicks  in  domestic  hatchery  supply  flocks  dur- 
ing October  1987,  an  increase  of  7%  from  October  1986. 

North  Carolina  commercial  hatcheries  produced  40.1 
million  broiler  chicks  during  October  1987,  down  2%  from  a 
year  earlier. 


U.S.  egg-type  chicks  hatched  during  October  totaled 
34.2  million,  5%  above  October  1986.  Eggs  in  incubators 
totaled  28.9  million  on  November  1,  1987,  up  10%  from  a 
year  ago. 

Domestic  placements  of  egg-type  pullet  chicks  for 
hatchery  supply  flocks  by  leading  primary  breeders  totaled 
299  thousand  during  October  1987,  an  increase  of  11%  from 
October  1986.

NUMBER  OF  WORKERS  UP  -  WAGE  RATES  INCREASE 


A  total  of  3.07  million  people  worked  on  the  Nation's  farms  and  ranches  during  the  week  of  October  11-17,  1987  This  number 
compares  with  3.04  million  workers  during  the  comparable  survey  week  in  1986.  The  workforce  was  made  up  of  1  32  SZ 
self-employed  farm  operators,  524,000  unpaid  workers  and  997,000  workers  hired  directly  by  farm  operators.  Rounding  out  the  total 
were  227.000  agricultural  service  employees.  Self-employed  and  hired  worker  numbers  were  both  up  3%  and  2%  from  ast  year 
respectively.  Unpaid  workers  and  service  workers  were  down. 

The  all  hired  farm  worker  wage  rate  in  October  was  $4.92  per  hour,  up  9  cents  from  a  year  earlier.  Workers  paid  on  an  hourly 
basis  earned  $4.72  per  hour  compared  w.th  $4.56  last  October.  Wage  rates  for  field  and  livestock  workers  were  $4.80  and  $4  27 
respectively.  During  October  1986,  field  workers  made  $4.61  while  livestock  workers  earned  $4  37 

During  the  October  1987  survey  week,  self-employed  persons  worked  an  average  of  46.6  hours,  2.1  hours  less  than  in  the 
comparable  week  in  1986.  Unpaid  workers,  who  worked  15  hours  or  more  during  the  week,  put  in  37.3  hours  compared  with  37  0  a 
year  earlier.  Hired  workers  spent  an  average  of  40.5  hours  doing  agricultural  work,  up  0.6  hour  from  October  of  last  year

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OCTOBER  LIVESTOCK  SLAUGHTER 

Commercial  slaughter  of  livestock  in  North  Carolina  during  October  1987  totaled  71.1  million  pounds,  live  weight,  up  2%  from  a 
year  ago.  Hog  slaughter  at  58.5  million  pounds,  was  up  4%  from  a  year  ago.  Cattle  slaughter  totaled  12.6  million  pounds,  down  7%. 
Calf  slaughter,  at  67,000  pounds  decreased  25%.  The  average  live  weight  per  head  was  cattle  959  pounds,  calves  276  pounds,  hogs 
239  pounds,  sheep  and  lambs  91  pounds. 

Commercial  red  meat  production  in  North  Carolina  during  October  1987  totaled  48.1  million  pounds,  dress  weight,  up  2%  from 
a  year  earlier.  Commercial  red  meat  production  for  the  United  States  in  October  1987  totaled  3.53  billion  pounds,  dress  weight,  up 
1%  from  October  1986.  January-October  red  meat  production,  at  31.9  billion  pounds,  dress  weight,  was  down  3%  from  last  year. 
Commercial  red  meat  production  includes  slaughter  in  federally  inspected  and  other  plants,  but  excludes  animals  slaughtered  on 
farms. 

In  comparing  October  1987  with  October  1986,  beef  production,  at  2.10  billion  pounds,  dress  weight,  was  down  2%.  Head  kill 
totaled  3.13  million,  down  5%.  The  average  live  weight  increased  15  pounds  to  1,118.  Veal  production,  at  37  million  pounds,  dress 
weight,  was  down  16%.  Calf  slaughter  totaled  249  thousand  head,  down  16%.  The  average  live  weight  was  unchanged  at  253  pounds. 
Pork  production,  at  1.36  billion  pounds,  dress  weight,  was  up  6%.  Hog  kill  totaled  7.72  million  head,  up  6%.  The  average  live  weight 
was  unchanged  at  248  pounds.  Lamb  and  mutton  production,  at  28  million  pounds,  dress  weight,  was  down  7%.  Slaughter  totaled 
460  thousand  head,  down  10%.  The  average  live  weight  increased  4  pounds  to  122.

see-saw  pattern  of  temperatures  and  ra.nfall  continued  for  the  rest  of  November.  Days  suitable  for  fieldwork  averaged  5  2  days  per 
week.  By  November  29,  so.l  mo.sture  was  considered  to  be  7%  very  short,  37%  short,  43%  adequate  and  13%  surplus 

I  he  earlier,  dry  conditions  of  fall  helped  push  harvest  of  soybeans  and  cotton  ahead  of  last  year  and  the  average  As  of 
November  29,  soybean  harvest  reached  80%  completion,  ahead  of  last  years  43%  and  the  five-year  average  of  55%.  Cotton  harves 
was  98%  complete,  compared  to  89%  in  1986  and  the  85%  average.  The  small  grain  crops  were  reported  in  fair  to  most] 5 
condition  Farmers  were  active  harvesting  late  crops,  seeding  small  grains,  cutting  and  tagging  Christmas  trees,  and  preparing 


U.S.  WINTER  WHEAT  SEEDING 

Dryness,  followed  by  rain,  delayed  winter  wheat  seeding  in  the  Southeast,  Delta  and  Southern  Great  Plains  during  most 
of  November.  However,  the  moisture  was  needed  for  germ-ination  and  growth.  By  midmonth  seeding  was  finished  except  in 
these  areas  and  along  the  west  coast.  California  seeding  reached  the  halfway  point  at  month's  end.  Seeding  was  68  and  86 
percent  finished  in  South  Carolina  and  North  Carolina,  respec-tively.  Fifth-eight  percent  of  the  acreage  was  seeded  in  Geor- 
gia. Inadequate  moisture  plagued  winter  wheat  develop-ment  in  the  northern  and  central  Great  Plains  the  first  half  of  the 
month.  In  Kansas,  some  wheat  had  trouble  establishing  proper  root  systems  before  dormancy.  By  the  end  of  the  month,  wheat 
streak  mosaic  disease  was  at  epidemic  proportions  in  Kansas  except  in  the  eastcentral  and  southeastern  part.  Leaf  rust  was 
prevalent  statewide.  Green  bugs  and  aphids  were  active  from  North  Dakota  to  Texas.  Colder  temperatures  slowed  insects  in 
some  areas  but  were  not  severe  enough  to  eradicate  them  entirely.

N.C.  BURLEY  TOBACCO  PRODUCTION  DROPS  5% 

The  North  Carolina  burley  tobacco  production  forecast 
dropped  5  percent  from  the  November  1  forecast  to  15,300,000 
pounds.  This  production  level  is  6  percent  higher  than  last 
year's  production  at  14,440,000  pounds.  The  drop  in  production 
is  the  result  of  dry  weather  that  hurt  the  crop  more  than 
growers  realized  earlier.  Yield  for  the  1987  crop  is  set  at  1,800 
pounds  per  acre,  100  pounds  less  than  the  November  1  forecast 
and  the  1986  yield.  Harvested  acreage  is  set  at  8,500  acres 
compared  with  7,600  acres  harvested  in  19.86  and  unchanged 
from  the  previous  forecast. 

U.S.  production  of  burley  tobacco  is  forecast  at  453  million 
pounds,  11  percent  above  1986  but  2  percent  below  the 
November  1  forecast.  Yield  per  acre  is  expected  to  average 
2,012  pounds,  76  pounds  more  than  a  year  ago. 


PRICES  RECEIVED  BY  FARMERS  FOR  SELECTED  COMMODITIES 


The  average  price  received  for  all  tobacco  by  North  Carolina  farmers  in  November  1987  was  $1,450  per  pound,  down  21.5  cents 
from  a  month  earlier.  Corn  at  $1.98  per  pound  was  up  4  cents  and  soybeans  at  $5.28  per  bushel  increased  10  cents.  Peanuts  at  25.6 
cents  per  pound  were  down  2.7  cents. 

Prices  received  for  "All  Hogs"  in  November  at  $41.00  per  hundredweight  decreased  $7.10  from  October  and  was  down  $12.30 
from  a  year  ago.  Commercial  broilers  at  23.0  cents  per  pound  went  up  2.0  cents  from  a  month  ago.  Turkeys  at  35.0  cents  per  pound 
increased  6.0  cents  and  table  eggs  at  44.7  cents  per  dozen  went  up  2.7  cents  from  the  previous  month. 

All  milk  at  $15.30  per  hundredweight  was  up  10  cents  from  the  previous  month  and  40  cents  above  a  year  ago.  Apples  at  14.3 
cents  per  pound  were  down  slightly  from  the  previous  month  and  4.9  cents  below  a  year  earlier.

CRP  HALFWAY  TO  GOAL  * 

The  most  recent  signup  period  for  the  Conservation  Re- 
serve Program  (CRP),  in  July  1987,  brought  total  signup  to 
over  200,000  contracts  covering  almost  23  million  acres. 
Contracts  have  been  signed  to  retire  about  2  million  acres  in 
fiscal  1986,  13.4  million  in  fiscal  1987,  and  2.3  million  in  fiscal 
1988.  The  next  (sixth)  signup  is  scheduled  in  February  1988. 


PEANUT  STOCKS 


Peanut  stocks  in  commercial  storages  on  October  31,  1987,  totaled  2.77  billion  pounds  of  equivalent  farmer  stock.  This  total 
includes  2.16  billion  pounds  of  actual  farmer  stock. 

Shelled  peanuts  on  hand  totaled  584  million  pounds  of  equivalent  farmer  stock.  Roasting  stock  totaled  18.2  million  pounds. 
There  were  111  million  pounds  of  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  uncommitted  stock  on  hand  as  of  October  31,  1987. 

Shelled  peanut  stocks  on  October  31,  1987,  totaled  439  million  pounds  of  which  416  million  pounds  were  edible  grades  and  23.5 
million  pounds  were  oil  stocks.  Edible  grade  stocks  by  type  were:  Virginias,  65.7  million  pounds;  Runners,  301  million  pounds;  and 
Spanish,  49.6  million  pounds. 


N.C.  COTTON  PRODUCTION  REMAINS  UNCHANGED 

Cotton  production  in  North  Carolina  remains  unchanged  from  the  November  1  forecast,  and  is  set  at  100,000  bales.  This  produc- 
tion estimate  is  9,000  bales  less  than  in  1986.  This  forecast  is  based  primarily  on  reports  from  cotton  ginners  as  of  December  1. 
Acreage  harvested  is  estimated  at  94,000  acres,  up  13,000  from  the  1986  harvested  figure  and  unchanged  from  the  previous  forecast. 
The  resulting  yield  of  511  pounds  per  acre  is  135  pounds  less  than  last  season's  yield. 

U.S.  all  cotton  production  is  forecast  at  14.3  million  bales,  47  percent  above  the  1986  crop  and  2  percent  above  November  1.  The 
upland  production  forecast  is  for  14.0  million  bales  and  American  Pima  production  is  expected  to  total  a  record  high  243  thousand 
bales.  Upland  production  is  the  highest  since  1981  when  15.6  million  bales  were  harvested.  Total  area  for  harvest  for  all  cotton  is 
estimated  at  9.87  million  acres,  up  17  percent  from  last  year  but  down  1  percent  from  the  November  1  estimate.  Yields  are  expected 
to  average  a  record  high  695  pounds  per  harvested  acre,  up  143  pounds  from  1986  and  65  pounds  per  acre  above  the  previous  record 
high  established  in  1985.

The  November  1987  "All  Farm  Pro- 
ducts" index  of  prices  received  by  North 
Carolina  farmers  at  203%  of  its  1967  base 
was  down  15  points  from  October.  Contri- 
buting most  to  the  decrease  were  lower  pri- 
ces for  tobacco,  peanuts,  hogs,  and  apples. 
The  index  was  16  points  below  a  year  ago. 

The  November  1987  "All  Crops"  index  at 
209,  was  down  24  points  from  the  previous 
month  and  3  points  below  a  year  ago. 

The  "Livestock  and  Livestock  Products" 
index  for  November  was  193,  up  2  points 
from  the  previous  month  but  39  points  below 
the  previous  year. 

The  index  of  meat  animals  for  November, 
at  232,  was  down  22  points  from  the  pre- 
vious month  and  26  points  below  a  year  ago. 
The  poultry  index,  at  157,  was  up  14  points 
from  a  month  ago  but  61  points  below  the 
previous  year.

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NOVEMBER  MILK  PRODUCTION 

Milk  production  in  North  Carolina  dur- 
ing November  1987  totaled  127  million 
pounds,  down  4%  from  a  year  earlier.  The 
number  of  milk  cows  on  Tar  Heel  farms 
was  estimated  at  108,000  head,  down  8,000 
from  a  year  ago.  The  average  milk  per  cow 
at  1,175  pounds  was  up  35  pounds  from 
November  1986. 

Nationally,  milk  production  in  the  21 
selected  states  totaled  9.65  billion  pounds. 
This  is  3%  above  production  for  November 
1986  in  these  same  states. 

Production  per  cow  in  the  21  selected 
states  averaged  1,098  pounds  during  Novem- 
ber, 42  pounds  above  November  1986. 

Milk  cows  in  the  21  states  averaged 
8.78  million  head,  1%  less  than  November 
1986  but  1,000  head  above  October  1987.

EGG  PRODUCTION  UP 

The  laying  flocks  in  North  Caro- 
lina produced  255  million  eggs  during 
November  1987,  down  9%  from  a  year 
earlier.  Production  consisted  of  161 
million  table  eggs  and  94  million 
hatching  eggs  down  9%  and  10% 
respectively  from  the  same  month  a 
year  earlier.  The  average  number  of  ' 
layers  on  hand  during  November  was 
14.0  million,  down  3%  from  a  year 
earlier  and  consisted  of  8.4  million 
for  table  eggs  and  5.6  million  for 
hatching  eggs. 

Laying  flocks  in  the  20  major 
states  produced  4.84  billion  eggs  dur- 
ing November  including  4.28  billion 
table  or  commercial  type  eggs  and 
565  million  hatching  eggs.  November 
egg  production  per  100  layers  for  the 
total  laying  flock  was  2,043  eggs  com- 
pared with  2,051  for  1986. 

All  layers  on  December  1,  1987 
totaled  285  million,  up  2%  from  a  year 
ago.  Layers  on  December  1  consisted 
of  248  million  for  table  eggs  and  36.3 
million  layers  for  hatching  eggs.  Rate 
of  lay  on  December  1  for  all  layers, 
averaged  68.3  eggs  per  100  layers 
compared  with  68.6  a  year  earlier.

U.S.  EGG-TYPE  CHICKS  HATCHED  UP 


Nationally,  the  November  1987  hatch  of  broiler-type  chicks, 
at  420  million,  was  4%  above  November  of  last  year.  There 
were  387  million  eggs  in  incubators  on  December  1,  1987, 
up  5%  from  a  year  ago. 

Leading  primary  breeders  placed  3.76  million  broiler- 
type  pullet  chicks  in  domestic  hatchery  supply  flocks  dur- 
ing November  1987,  virtually  unchanged  from  November 
1986. 

North  Carolina  commercial  hatcheries  produced  40.4 
million  broiler  chicks  during  November  1987,  down  4% 
from  a  year  earlier.

CUCUMBERS  FOR  PICKLES 

Production  of  cucumbers  for  pickles  in  1987  totaled  629  thousand  tons  (571  thousand  metric  tons),  down  2%  from  last  year  but 
9%  above  two  years  ago.  Harvested  area  covered  108  thousand  acres  (43.7  thousand  hectares),  down  2%  from  last  year,  and  6%  below 
1985.  The  average  yield  was  5.82  tons  per  acre,  slightly  above  last  year  but  one-fifth  ton  below  1985.  The  average  price  to  growers, 
at  $181  per  ton,  was  up  $4  from  last  year.  Total  farm  value  of  $114  million  was  fractionally  above  last  year,  but  8%  below  1985. 

Pickle  stocks  as  of  October  1,  1987  were  reported  at  463  thousand  tons  (420  thousand  metric  tons),  11%  below  1986  figures.  Of 
the  total  stocks,  399  thousand  tons  are  from  the  current  production  year  compared  with  453  thousand  tons  a  year  ago.  Carry-over 
from  1986  and  earlier  made  up  64  thousand  tons  and  were  9%  below  a  year  earlier.

NOVEMBER  LIVESTOCK  SLAUGHTER 

Commercial  slaughter  of  livestock  in  North  Carolina  during  November  1987  totaled  66.9  million  pounds,  live  weight,  up  9% 
from  a  year  ago.  Hog  slaughter  at  55.3  million  pounds,  was  up  13%  from  last  year.  Cattle  slaughter  at  11.5  million  pounds  was  down 
8%  and  calf  slaughter  at  55,000  pounds  was  down  33%.  The  average  live  weight  per  head  for  cattle  was  950  pounds,  calves  283 
pounds,  hogs  240  pounds,  sheep  and  lambs  87  pounds. 

Commercial  red  meat  production  in  North  Carolina  during  November  1987  totaled  45.4  million  pounds,  dress  weight,  up  10% 
from  a  year  earlier. 

Commercial  red  meat  production  for  the  United  States  in  November  1987  totaled  3.20  billion  pounds,  dress  weight,  up  7%  from 
November  1986.  January-November  red  meat  production,  at  34.1  billion  pounds  dress  weight,  was  down  2%  from  last  year.
